Ordinance ; and jealous of every thing which 
may directly, or by Conſequence imply a leſſening 


or diſeſteem of his deareſt Lord; or be any A- 


buſe or Profanation of his holy Inſtitution. 
Howeyer a Practice preyail'd univerſaly of ce- 
lebrating the Memory of a departed Monarch 


with the very ſame Action, under the ſenſeleſs 
Style and Name of an HEALTH. Inſomuch, 


that it became the main diſtinguiſhing Teſtof a Par- 
ty that ſhall be Nameleſs; and all who Declined

damental point of Faith or Practice. Where- 
as after all, what I maintain'd is a Goſpel Truth, 
as old as the firſt Inſtitution of the Eachariſt ;

to the end of the World. A Doctrine plain to 
every Capacity; obvious to common Senſe and 
Reaſon; agreeable to the Tenour of Scripture 
the nature of that Holy Sacrament it ſelf; and 
to the Regard, and Honour, and Gratitude due 
from us to the Divine Author, for the perpetu- 
al Remembrance of whom it was appointed.

1 that Diſcourſe I fhew'd 15, How this out- 
ward, bodily Action, of Eating or Drinking in 
Remembrance of a Perſon departed this World, 
was adopted into Religion; apply d to the Per- 
ſon of Chriſt, and therefore Sanctiſied to a Di- 
vine Uſe; and become the moſt ſolemn Braneh 
of Religious Worſhip, and that by expreſs Com- 
mand and Inſtitution. 

2. That the Limitation of this Action to the 
Perſon of Chriſt, was plainly imply d in the ve- 
ry Words and Form of the Inſtitution ; particu- 
larly by that Clauſe Gods U, as Often 
as ye Drink ; which being apply'd to the 
Cup only, and not to the Bread, ſeemed plainly 
delign'd, in the purpoſe and fore-knowle ge of 
God, to prevent the Application of ſo ſacred an 
AQion to any profane or civil Uſe in all future 
Generations.

3. I obſerv'd, that tho that Reſtraining Clauſe 
was not apply'd to the Bread, yet to take 9

and break it, and each Perſon to put it in their 
Mouths with this Expreſſion, Here is to all who 
Love and Honour the Memory of K— W-——, 
would be allow'd Horrid and Blaſphemous; be- 
cauſe eating Bread in Remembrance of a depar- 
ted Perſon is a Sacramental Action: And yet 
this wou'd not come up to the Impiety of doing 
the like with the Wine. 

4. 1 argu'd, bow Chriſt, by Inſtituting and 
Commanding this Action to be done in Honour 
of himſelf, had Appropriated it to his own Per- 
ſon tor the paying a Divine Honour, and to ren- 
der it the moſt ſolemn Act of Chriſtian Worſhip. 
Nor cou'd I think of any other more effectual way 
of Appropriating this to his own Perſon , than 
by a poſitive Command and ſolemn Inftitution. 

5. I made the Caſe plain by a Compariſon with 
the other Sacrament of, Baptiſm; and askin 
this Queſtion, whether it wou'd not be a mof 
heinous Profanation of it, to make uſe of Dip- 
ping or Sprinkling as a Form of Admiſſion of 
embers into any Civil Corporation? It being 
the very Action Inſtituted and made Sacramental 
by Chriſt, for incorporating Perſons into his 
Church. | ; 

From all which, together with the other 
Reaſons offer'd, it plainly appears, that Eating 
and Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt Cruci- 
fied, i. e. Dead, is now under the Goſpel, in the 
Words of our Church Catechiſm, made anoxt- 
ward and viſible Sign of a inward and ſpiritual 
Grace; and hall we apply either of theſe Acti- 
ons to any Profane or Civi! Uſe 2 God forbid; eſ- 
pecially ſince we are Caught, that both are ns

by Chriſt himſelf as a Means whereby we receive 
that inward Grace, and aPledge to aſſure us there- 


of; no leſs than the Pardon of all our Sins, and 


our partaking of all the Benefits obtain'd for us 
by that bleffed Saviour we remember. Shall 
we lightly and wantonly Trifle with this Pledge ? 
or Proſtitute that to any Sinful and Clandeſtine 
Deſigns, which we ought to preſerve moſt Sacred ; 
as being no leſs than our Earneſt and Title to 
all: the Promiſes of the Goſpel ? 

- T urged how the Thing ſpoke it ſelf; and lay 
ſo Level to the Comprehenſion of every Capa- 
city, that if the Queftion were put to any Plain 
good Chriſtian, Whether what Chriſt hath Or- 
dain'd and Conſtituted, to be perform'd Religi- 
ouſly in Remembrance of him, may without Sin 
be perform'd to any other departed Perſon what- 
ſoever? He wou'd make the right Anſwer in 
the Negative ; not without Indignation at the 
Impiety of the Queſtion. 

T proceeded to obſerve, That if there were no 
more in that Health than a bare Semblance or 
Similitude of an Action which all allow to be 
Sacramental; and that this Cuſtom were by ma- 
ny abuted to ill purpoſes, and may be ſtill farther 
abuſed; tho Men were inclinable to Sacrifice 
all their Worldly Intereſt, and even Life it ſelf 
to the ſervice of a Cauſe or Party; yet where 
their Eternal Intereſt is concern'd, it is their 


* greateſt Wiſdom to forbear, and chuſe the ſafeſt 


Side; to cloſe with ſuch who adviſe them to 
keep out of Danger, and not expoſe themſelves 
needleſly and wilfully.

In the End I ſhew'd Row that Health, if drank 
and promoted with Deſign to leſſen the Venera- 
tion and Eſteem we ought to have for our then 
truly Pjous and Glorhus DUEEN, wou'd be 
no other than ſpreading Sedition and Faction, 
and Trumpeting Rebellion ; that this wou'd be 
another horrid and - grieyous Aggravation of 
an Action in its own Nature deteltable bt fore; 
and that whether Men deſign'd it. ſo or no, 
it plainly had that Tendeney; and therefore that 
all good Chriſtians, in which Character is inclu- 
ded that of being Loyal Subjects, wou'd moſt 
induſtriouſly avoid it. 5 

I have hitherto waited in expectation of ſome 
ſolid Anſwer to theſe plain Remarks upon that 
profane and diſloyal Cuſtom, and for ſome Ar- 
gument to prove it Lawſul. of ſtrength enough 
to outweigh all that hath been ſaid againſt it ; 
and to make all good Chriſtians acquieſce in 
that Solemn and Devour way of Celebrating the 
Glorious and Immortal Memory of a _ 
Monarch. I mean ſo Cogent as to make all ſeru- 
ple vaniſh before it; and ſo convincing that the 
greateſt Zealots and Devotees to that Health 
might venture their Souls upon it. And yet up- 
on a ſerious View and Conſideration of all that 
{ have ever heard, or read in Print or Manuſ- 
cript upon this Subject, I have not met with 
one Objection againſt the Doctrine I Maintain, 
or Argument for the contrary, which deſerves 
a ſerious Conſideration. | 

The Subject is Sacred, and calls for our high- 
eſt Veneration and Regard; and yet the way of 
Treatment it hath met with is by trifling Bal-

of Nonſenſe and Contradiction. Tho they labour

ads, Engliſhnien, Flying Poſt s, Addreſſes, &c. and 


by ſcurrilous Papers and Pamphlets ; The Au- 
thors of all which, conſcious of their own Guilt, 
and of the falſeneſs and implety of their Cauſe, 
have conceal'd their Names; and if they cou'd 
hide their Wickedneſs from God too, as they 


have dore their Shame from Men, they might 
-hope to eſcape that Puniſhment which is due to 
the Zealous ſupporting of Profaneneſs and Diſ- 


loyalty ; which I pray God they may prevent by 


a true and timely Repentance. In great Cha- 
rity to their Souls, J muſt here put them in 


mind of what concerns them nearly to weigh well 
before they Dye, namely that one neceſlary In- 


gredient of their Repent-nce is the like publick 


acknowledgment of their Sin; and as they ſhall 
have Power or Opportunity, an expreſs Recan- 
tation of their Error, and of their falſe Aſperfi- 


ons of thoſe who oppoſe it. It muſt be own'd 


that this is very difficult to be put in Practice; 


. becauſe nothing is more croſs to the Pride and 
Vanity of humane Nature. But it is a difficul- 
ty that all thoſe have brought upon themſelves 


who openly oppoſe the Truth, or ſend out per- 


ſonal Reflections and groundleſs Calumnies and 


Miſrepreſentations of Men's Words and Actions, 


which are never to be intirely recall'd but by 


the laſt Trump : I leave them to adjuſt this mat- 
ter between God and their own Conſciences. 
'Tis your narrow ſuperficial Heads, who, not 


being able to ſee thro' a Subject, are graverd 


with every ſeeming Inconſiſtence; and at every 
thing they can't reconcile, make a great outcry 


only

only to peryert-a Mans Words, and wreſt his 
Sentences to a Meaning never in any one's Head 
but their own ; and tho' they neither ſee nor 
touch the ſtreſs of the Argument, yet never fail 
to boaſt loudly that they have knock'd a Man 
down, when they have been only paring his : 
Hair or his Nails. All Controverſy neceſſarily 
ſuppoſes ſomething of Candour and Sincerityiin ' 
an Adverſary; in many Caſes a Man muſt expreſs 
himſelf ſhort to avoid tedious Repetitions; and 
nothing can be more diſingenuous than to ftrain 
all that to Inconſiſtence and Contradiction, which 
a fair Reader will plainly ſee. was only to fave 
him a Trouble, by putting the Argument in the 
ſhorteſt and cleareſt Light. 3 
I faid that Aﬀertion, That it is a Thing in it 
ſelf Lawful to celebrate or perpetuate the Me- 
mory of K W ——-m by drinking in remem- 
brance of him, ſo there be no Conſecration of 
the Wine, is as abſurd as to ſay, that St. Paul's 
Church may be apply'd entirely for a Monument 
to perpetuate his Memory, ſo there be no Con- 
ſecration of it to him. — I b. 
And now: fince I have fallen upon this Simi- 
litude, which will enable us to diſtinguiſh right- 
ly what if generally Miſtaken and Confounded ; 
take, the Objection as it is generally made by ſuch 
as Amuſe themſelyes with the outſide of an Ar- 
gument, and reſt in the firſt appearance of a Diſ- 
parity. The Bread ſay they, and the Wine us'd 
in the Sacrament, are Parallel with the Stones 
and the Wood of the Church; wherefore as we 
might have apply'd the Wood and the Stones to 
a Monument for K— 'W-———- before the 
1 \ - -Bm-: -.,) ot: 
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Coriſetration; ſo we. may uſe the Bread and 
Wine in Honour of K— W———n ; where- 
as to uſe either after Conſecration is equally 
Profane and Sacrilegious. But who ever brought 
this into diſpute? Herein we entirely agree; and 
thus far there is no Conteſt that 1 know of. 
If this were a Caſe that touch'd Men's world- 
ly Concerns, they wou'd immediately ſee this is 
not the Parallel. For the Queſtion is not about 
the Bread, or the Wine; but about Mine joyn'd 
with the Remembrance of a departed Perſon, viz. 
Chriſt : So that by making the true Parallel, the 
Profaneſs and Implety they Defend will ſtare 
them in the Face. The Parallel then is between 
St. Paul's Church joyn'd with the Worſhip of 
God, on the one hand; and Mine joyn'd with Re- 
membrance of Chriſt, on the other. Tis the wor- 
ſhip of God which ſanctifies the Church; and the 
Remembrance of Chriſt which fanCtifies the Bread 
and Wine. And now to fttew them the Subtilty of 
their whole argning, let us but put K W—m 
inſtead of God, in the firſt Part of the Paralle) ; 
and K— W—-m inſtead of Chrift, in the ſecond 
Part; Why then both will be no more than a 
Civil Worfhip and Reſpect. So that by this 
way of - Arguing you may apply not only the 
Church, but the Worſhip perform'd in it like- 
wiſe to K W—92, And by changing the Per- 
ſon to whom that Worſhip is directed, it ſhall 
quite alter its Nature; and from Divine Wor- 
ip, become a Reſpect aud Honour purely Civil.

Divine Worfhip as wou'd Shock any good Chri- 
ſtian in the uſe of them. For if Bread were 
Annually exposd in Publick, in Honour of K 
m, this wou'd be a Worſhip much of the 
ſame kind with that of the Shew Bread in the 
Sanctuary: And if Wine were at Sett Times 

ured out in Honour of him, 1 do not fee 

w this wou'd differ from that made Uſe of 
in. Sacrifice. Nay, ufe Bread or Wine how you 
will-in Honour of a departed Perſon , it will 
take the nature of an Offering, and become more 
than a Civil Worſhip, But then to Eat the 
one, or Drink the other in Honour of him; 
this far outdoes all the Ways imaginable of do- 
ing Honour to his Memory by them; becauſe 
this is uſing of them in that very expreſs ir- 
ſtance, which by Command and Inſtttution 5 
rendered the moſt folemn AA of Divine Wor- 
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Beſides, I muſt obſerve here, that People A- 
muſe themſelves ſtrangely with a meer Notion, 
when they lay ſuch a Streſs upon the Word 
Conſecration in this Diſpute; there being no Form 
of Conſecration' diſtinct from the Words of the 
Inſtitution.” The word every where in Scripture 
apply'd to the Cup I5 | "EvyapioTHons giving of | 
Thanks; and it is very remarkable, That the 
Word *Evxoy»oas Or Bleſſing, being apply'd 
only to the Bread in St. Matthew and St. 
Mark, is in both of them changed immediate- 
ly for 'wyagor/'o Mm the Inſtitution "of the 
Wine. Had this change been in one of them 


| only ; or had the word *Euxoy10 us been any where 


in the New' Teſtament apply'd to the Inſtitution 
of the Wine, this ſudden alteration of it might 
be thought to have no Meaning or Deſign. But 
now who can forbear imagining, That this was 
Level'd at the moſt plauſible Argument that 
could be urged in Defence of a wicked Pratt- 


ice, which Chrittians might in After-ages run 


into, of Drinking in Remembrance of others 
beſides their Saviour? wiping their Mouths and 
crying, What harm is there dane? the Wine was 
not Conſecrated 5 And then-excuſe themſelves 
by that which is a great Aggravation of Their 


Sin; That they do it only by way of Thankſ- 


giving to God for his Bleſſings aud Deliveran- 
ces; The very End and Deſign of Drinking in 
that Sacrament.

Agreeable to the exprefs Words and Letter of 


Scripture, our Church, in her Prayer of Conſe- 


cration, only recites the Words of our Saviour's 


Ioftitution of this Holy Sacrament ; and in fo. 


doing, 
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doing, applies that of giving of Thanks only both 
to the Bread and Wine. *Tis true, St. Paul 
calls it 1 Cor. 10. 16. the Cup *vnoyiag Of 
Bleſſing ; and it follows, 5' 'waoy7 uw , which we bleſs 
7.e. which we receive with Thankſgiving; according 
to 1 and Theophyla:t and all the Ancients. 
la which expreſſionꝰtis obſerv'd, That the Apoſtle 
alludes to the ih That Cup of Praiſe 
or Bleſſing with which the Jews always con- 
cluded their Paſchal Fealt. | 
And now I appeal to the Conſcience of eve- 
ry good Chriſtian, of all Parties, Whether I was 
to blame for appearing Publickly , and expreſſing 
my ſelf with ſome Zeal and Warmth againſt this 
curſed Practice? Aud conld I have ſaid leſs than 
that it was Sacrilegious, Profane, and Idola- 
trous ? | 
The whole Subſtance of all Men's Reaſonings 
in Defence of that HEALTH, and evaſions of the 
great Impiety of it is refolv'd into this, That 
they do not drink in the ſame Manner, and with 
the ſame Circumſtances they do in the Holy Sa- 
crament. Why? Becauſe their drinking in Re- 
membrance of a Perſon departed this World 
and gone to Heaven, in the Euchariſt, is in obe- 
dience to a Divine Command and Inſtitution ; 
the Perſon they remember is Chriſt, the Son of 
(God; they remember him as a Sacrifice offer'd 
up upon the Croſs; as having his Blood ſpilt 
for Attonement of our Sin ; As one who roſe 
from the Dead, Aſcended alive into Heaven, and 
there makes Interceſſion for us, &c.

they, and with very different Circumſtances; for 
the Perſon to whoſe Honour and Glory they 
Drink, is a meer Mortal Man; who Dy'd ; whoſe 
Body is moulder'd into Duſt, and his Soul only 
gone to Heaven; who was an happy Inftrument 
only of a Temporal Deliverance from Popery and 
Arbitrary Power, xc.

Now I hope every Body ſees, that all this 
multiplying of different Circumſtances on each 
fide, amounts to no more than this ; That in 
one they drink in Remembrance of CHRIST ; 
and in the other in Remembrance of & 

W. .M: And this enumeration of Circum- 
ſtances ſerves only to ſet the Profaneneſs and 
Impiety of that Health in a clearer and more 
glaring Light. Tis apparent from this near 
oppoſition, that the greater Men make the Diſ- 
parity; and every new particular they add to 
either ſide, the more inexcuſable they render 
themſelves; and the more they fortify the Do- 
ttrine I am now Defending. The more Excel- 
lent and Divine Purpoſes they enumerate, for 
which this Action was Inſtituted, the more they 
Confute themſelves and Aggravate their own 
Guilt. For is any conſequence more obvious 
than this ? That if drinking in Remembrance of 
a Perſon departed this World, and now in Hea- 
ven is apply'd to Chriſt by a Divine Command, 
and for all thoſe Divine and Glorious Purpoſes ; 
How great muſt the Sin of thuſe be, who Pro- 
ſtitute that ſame Action to the Honourable Re- 
membrance of a meer Mortal Man; and to Ends 
amd Purpoſes ſo very inferiour to thoſe for which

it was appointed by God? Doth not every vari- 
ation of the Manner and C:rcumſt ances as per- 
form'd to K— W— clinch all my Reaſonings, 
and bind them faſter upon Men's Souls? And don't 
they now ſee that no Diſparity in that Caſe is 
for their purpoſe, but that only one Which will 
be their Condemnation if they perſiſt 2 viz. That 
tho' they drink in both Caſes, yet when they do 
ic in the Sacrament *tis in a grateful and honou- 
rable Remembrance of Chriſt ; But in the other 
Caſe they do not drink in a grateful or hon- 
ourable Remembrance of K W——-m. For 
drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt is not a 

CIRCUMSTANCE only of Religion; no, nor 
even a bare Ceremony ; But a PART of Religi- 
on, an Eſextial, vital Part; ſo far out of the 
Power of any private Chriſtian, that the Church 
can't alter it by way of comprehenſion for any 
Sect or Party whatſoever. And he who applies 
this Eſſential, vital Part to a dead Man; to any 
but Chriſt the living God, thinking to cloke 
the Profaneneſs under cover of different Circum- 
ſtances, is but acting the Wolf in Sheep's Cloth. 
ing; he makes himſelf ſub/tant;zaly Guilty, and 


circumſt antially Innocent. wy. GENT 
If Men's Eyes are not yet open, and that they 
will not believe me; let them take any other in- 
{tance of Divine Worſhip, viz. Kneeling to any 
Perſon in another World ; or Lifting up Hands 
or Eyes towards them in Heaven; or Bow- 
ing the Body, or Uncovering the Head at the 
mention of their Name, &c. And try whether 
all their Arguments for the juſtification of that 
Immortal Health, will not equally conclude for 
C theſe 
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theſe; nay for applying every particular of the 
whole Worſhip of God - "AG We Change 
but the Intention and Circumſtances and they 
ſhall all be immediately Transform'd into a 
purely oivil Worſhip, without the leaſt Taint of 
Heatheniſm or Popery. And therefore, I hope 
this will be thought a reaſonable Requeſt, name- 
ly that Men would ceaſe to oppoſe and diſcoun- 
tenance the Truth I contend for, till they find 
out ſome argument to prove the drinking to 
the Glorious and Immortal Memory of K— 
W-—m Lawful, which will not hold yet ſtrong- 
er for applying any other Part of the Worſhip 
of God to him. hy : 

But to put this matter out of all diſpute, let 
us ſuppoſe , That drinking in Remembrance of 
Chriſt were no effential Part of Religion, and 
but a meer Circumſt ance, or at beſt a Ceremony 
of it ;. yet even ſo, the drinking in Remembrance 
of any other Perſon departed this World wou'd 
be Sacrilegious and Profane. | 

Hear * Teniſon, who in ſtating the Notion of 
Idolatry, after he had been ſhewing how no out- 
ward ACt of Worſhip is lawful Gray thoꝰ not 
deſign'd as ſuch) towards any but God, ſubjoyns 
this excellent Remark, viz. That the outward 
Communion of the Church is preſerv'd by external 
Signs of WORDS, GESTURES, and ACTI- 
ONS relating to the Chriſtian Religion, and ma- 
king up the Profeſſion of it. This Communion he 
in effect Renounceth , who pretending to the Heart 
of a Chriſtian, hath the Tongue of a Blaſphemer, 

or 
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or the very GESTURE of an Idolater. Again, 
Common Reaſon teacheth, That by gruing away 
the OUTWARD SIGNS of Worſhip, we are 
Prodigal of the INTERNAL HONOUR 9 
God. *Tis ſure enough COMMON REASON 
Teacheth this ; and what then muſt be rhe 
ſtrength of that Prejudice which puts out 
the Eyes of Men's natural Underftanding, and 
hurries them on to act in direct oppolitton to 
the plaineſt Reaſon and Scripture ? 

This whole Caſe of Conſcience , after a full 
and learned Diſquiſition by the judicious Mede, 
is thus ſtated and decided in fhort, * He de- 
fines that Veneration we are to haye for things 
Holy thus, Qua verenter habemus rem ſanctam, 
that by which we Reverence what is Holy. Ha- 
bere verenter he explains, by diſcretim habere, 
peculiariter, differenter, And, that Tum interno 
animi ſenſu, tum EXTERNO agendi USU, i. e. 
we are to ſeparate them from common or civil 
Ute, not only by the inward Yener ation of our 
Minds; but by external Ad, and outward Ap- 
plication. He obſerves how the Apoſtle St. Paul 
expreſſeth the Profanation of the Eucharift 1 Cor. 
11, 29. by the words i Jane j. e. ſays he, 
not diſtinguiſhing that which is ſacred from what 
is common, i. e. not having it Diſcretim, pecu- 
l ariter, &c. OE | 
Nor doth He eſtabliſh this Doctrine with Reſ- 
pect to thoſe things which are more Eflential to 
the Worſhip of God, but even as to Circumſtan- 
ces and Ceremonies — rn etiam illi Venerati-

How muſt they Bluſh at the reading of this, 
and how muſt their Conſciences fly in their Fa- 
ces, who have either openly oppos'd this Doct- 
rine, or given it Diſcountenance in Convertati- 
on? Nay, who do not declare for it, and ſet them- 
ſelves to ſtem a preyailing Cuſtom fo much to 
the diſhonour of Chriſt and his Ordinance. If 
they have any doubt left let them read on. Quam 
< Venerationis Ceremoniam vel omnium publicus, 


vel alicujus privatus mos Deo fecit proprium, 


< EXTRA DEU M uſurpare, SACRILEGIUM 
* eſt. Mhatever Ceremony either the publick 
Cuſtom of all, or even private uſage hath ren- 
der'd proper to the Worſhip of God, to apply that 


Ceremony to any but God is SACRILEGE. Again,

is a PROFANER of that which is HOLY. 
And he ſums up all that he ſays upon this head 
thus, Quod naturà pariter et uſu indifferens eſt, 
aut Inſtituto humano privatim humanis datum, 
jd fas eſt Deo et ſacris adhiberi——QUAM- 
VIS ENIM Qu DEI SEMEL SUNT, 
* NOSTRA AMPLIUS NON SUNT, NEC 
* DEBENT ESSE. That which is in its own 
nature indifferent, or by Law and Cuſtom apply'd 
to civil and common Uſe, may be taken into the 
Worſhip of God, and apply'd to him; ALTHO 
WHEN 'TIS ONCE SQ DEDICATED TO 
HIM, IT IS NO LONGER OUR OWN, 
NOR EVER OUGHT TO BE. 

Now if that great Man hath made this De- 
ciſion, upon unanſwerable Reaſons, in that Tract 
with relation even to common Ceremonies, and 
things but circumſtantially apply'd to ſacred uſe; 
how much ſtronger will all his Reaſoning hold 
with Reſpect to the Drinking in Remembrance of 
CHRIST ? Which if you call it but a Circumſtance 
of Religion, is however ſuch a Gircumſtance as is 
Inſeparable from it; take it away, as the Quakers 
do, and there will be no Chriſtianity deft : and if 
you call it a Ceremony only,'tis however a Ceremo- 
ny of expreſs Divine Inſtitution; and then there is 
nothing but Ceremony in all our Religion, A- 
laſs! what wou'd he have ſaid if he had liv'd 
to hear the Deſecration, not only of a bare Ce- 

remony, 
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| 1 remony, but of the Efſential Vital Part of Chri- 
| ſtianity ring in his Ears whitherſoever he turn'd 
1 himſelf thro' theſe Nations to avoid it? Cer- 
10 tainly if he pronounced upon the former that it 
Ui is Profanation and Sacrilege; he could not have 
Bl call'd the latter leſs than 7dolatry ; it being 
lainly and literally a Transferring the moſt ſo- 
lemn Part of the Worſhip of God, to a meer 
| Man. And when apply'd to K— W— is ſurely 
1 an act of Adoration, tho' Men may call it by 
1 the Name of a Civil Worſhip, and ignorantly de- 
ſign it fo; which ignorance will be no farther 
| excuſable, than it is invincible. 5 
But take the Diciſion of this Point from a 
reater than He, even our Lord Jeſus himſelf, 
| in a Caſe exactly Parallel; which will appear 
Plain, if we change the *Giving tribute to Ceſar ; 
for Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt. Suppoſe 
him therefore in Perſon to deal with our modern 
Scribes and Phariſees who + Feigning themſelves 
Juſt Men, that they might take hold of his Words, and 
Deliver him over to the Power and Authority of the 
Governour, ſhou'd put this Queſtion plainly to him, 
Ts it lawful to Drink in Remembrance of K 
M. m, or uo And that He, perceiving 
their Craftineſs, ſhou'd ask them whoſe Image 
and Superſcription hath drinking in Remembrance 
of Chriſt ? If they cou'd not help anſwering that 
it was ſtamp'd with his OWN Image and Super- 
ſcription ; wou'd not his return then be ye Hy- 
pocrites , give to God the things that are Gods 
and to Ceſar the things tbat are Cæſars, i. e. do 
not rob the living God, to pay a tribute to a — 
| = 
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Monarch. No if they ſhou'd reply upon him 
truth Lord; but may not the Supericription be 
changed? and K M ns Image put inſtead 
of thine 2 or may not that Tribute-Penny bear 
thy Image on one fide; and King William's on 
the other? I muſt confeſs this wou'd ſo much 
outdo the Craſtineſs and Hypocriſy of the Jews; 
that I muſt leave Himſelf to make them the 


N Anſwer, when they come to give this ex- 
cuſe 


for {0 inexcuſable a Practice, 


ALL THIS is Plain, and can never receive any 
Anſwer which will not ubraid the Conſcience of 
him who makes it with a Sufpicion at leaſt of his 
appearing in defence of a Doctrine which ſtrikes 
at the vitals of Chriſtianity, I have now put 
the matter upon ſo fair an Ifſue, that no more 
need to be ſaid upon the ſubject for the Satisfa- 
ction of all, excepting ſuch as are reſolv'd not 
to be convinc e. 

The Subject it felf, I ſay, is plain and natural; 
and 'tis the Cavils and Objections rais d from 
Weaknefs of Underſtanding, or fix'd and ſettl'd 
Prejudice which darkens and perplexes it; and 
makes it neceſſary. for me to purſue it farther, 


and trace it through that Miſt which hath 


been rais'd to cloud and obſcure it. Tho? all 
Objections which have been made are ſhameful- 
ly Trifling and Frivolous ; and that nothin 

hath or can be ſaid againſt this Doctrine whic 

may not eaſily be obviated from what hath 
been already ſaid, by any of a ſincere Heart and 
but moderate Ulnderftanding ; yet ſince the 
Weaknels of ſome, and the Perverſeneſs of o- 


\ my 
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thers make it neceſſary, ſuch as they*are, I ſhall 
here conſider them. | 
I. And firſt, The word DEAD in the Queſtion 
and other Parts of the Diſcourſe, is that with 
which the Enemies of this Doctrine have made 
the greateſt Noiſe; and yet after all there is no 
more in it than this, They have wicked!y added 
the word NOW Dead to all thoſe Places, and 
then Charge me with their own Blaſphemous 
Thought. Whereas my Meaning, and my Expreſ- 
ſion is of a Perſon ONCE Dead, p. 8. and I 
explain this fully, p. 9. where I Aſſign that of 
Chriſt's being now alive, and only having Im- 
mortality, as the higheſt Aggra vation of their 
Guilt who drink in Remembrance of a meerly 
Mortal Creature. I tell them again, when I 
ſpeak of Chriſt, I mean him who was Dead, 
and is alive; was ONCE Dead, truly Dead as 
K— W—m is now; or as any Perſon ever was, 
or ſhall be; and 'tis in Remembrance of him fo 
Dead that we drink in the Euchariſt , wherein 
we ſhew forth the Lord's Death. So that I ſpoke 
properly, and 'tis They who thought Blaſphe- 
mouſlly ; let them take all the Blaſphemy upon 
themſelves, with this additional Aggravation of 
the baſeſt diſingenuity, in publiſhing of it to the 
World; and charging it upon an innocent Per- 
ſon, into whoſe Heart it never enter'd, and 
from whoſe Pen or Tongue it never dropt. 

As for thoſe who are realy ſo weak that they 
cannot think or ſpeak of Chriſt as Dead, with- 
out imagining him ſo ſt il; in pity to them 
I will change the word DEAD, and ſay DE- 
PARTED THIS LIFE, or Gone to another 

World,

World. And I do this the rather, becauſe they 
are our Saviour's on words of himfelf, Job. 13. 1. 
Now before the Feaſt of the Paſſover when Feſus 
knew that his HOUR WAS COME THAT 
HE SHOULD DEPART OUT OF THIS 
WORLD, UNTO THE FATHER. Which 
hour of his departure, being ſpoke of the Death 
he was to undergo the next day, and gt of his 
Aſcention into Heaven, ſnews with ho great 
Propriety the expreſſion is usd in this Diſcourſe. 
And ſure this Departure is neceſſarily included 
in drinking in Remembrance both. of our Savi- 
our, and of K- -w. 

But fay they, if K— W m is dead, 
and CHRIST alive where is the Parallel? 
There is no Parallel at all; nor ever can be 
between a living Saviour, and a dead King. 
No, the Parallel is between drinking in Remem- 
brance of one, and of the other; and herein is 
their Guilt and their Sin, vz. That the Acti- 
ons are Parallel, and thePerſons to whom they 
are perform'd act ſo ; and the greater diſparity 
there is between the Perſons , the greater their 
Sin in applying the ſame: Action to a dead Mo- 
narch, which is to be apply'd only to the living 
God, That Chriſt roſe from the Dead, and aſ- 
cended into Heaven; and that K- did 
not riſe from the Dead, nor aſcend bodily into 
Heaven is true. Nay more. Chriſt is God, and 
K— W—m a Man; and therefore thoſe who 
contend for this.great diſparity in the Perſons, 
and yet aſſert that they may indifferently drink 
in Remembrance of either, are condemn'd out 
of their own Mouths 3 they nn 
; I- 
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Action to be done to Chriſt as God; and yet that 
they may do the very ſame to K— W— as 
4 Man. | | * 
II. Another ſubtile obſervation on my wording 
of the Queſtion, is my calling it an Action in 
it ſelf ſinful nom under the Goſpel. This was no 
ſlip of my Pen, but deſign'd to obviate that ve- 
ry Abſurdity it is charged with; and which it 
0 wou'd have been liable to as I firſt wrote it viz. 
{| | an Action in its own Nature ſinful now under 
110 the Goſpel. They who catch at this Objection, 
don't diſtinguiſh between an Action in its own 


| Nature Sinful, which runs in their Heads; and 
an Action in it ſelf Sinful. In its ſelf there, 

was ſaid on purpoſe to ſeperate the Action it ſelf 
| from all concurrent Circumſtances which might 
lh make it accidentally ſinful, or be any farther 
| 9 beightning or aggravation of the Sin; ſuch as 
Ill! the doing it with a Factious or Seditious de- 
1 ſign; or to expoſe the Euchariſt, or Chriſtian Re- 
1 Aigen: or out of a Spirit of oppoſition to their 
| hop, or Minifter, &c. The words, Under the 
Goſpel; were added to ſhew I did not ſuppoſe 
liſh drinking' to the Memory of a Perſon departed 
this World to be a thing in its own Nature 
Sinfal; for then it wou'd have been ſo before 
the Goſpel, and continued ever ſo; but that it 
became Holy by being appointed the moſt ſo- 
lemn Inſtance of Goſpel Worſhip; and therefore 
woſt unholy in it ſelf when Deſecrated to the 
Remembrance of any but Chrift ; and that no 
Deſign or Intention of the Perſon can alter the 
nature of that Action. |

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I never cou d yet know how Men wou'd have 
the Queſtion mended; if they don't like it, I free- 
ly leave it to them to word the Queſtion how 
they pleaſe, ſo they do not make it another 2ue- 
ſtion; and then they will find that nothing of 
my Reaſoning fails. F | 

III. Another grand Objection is, That in 
ſome Places, I fay the Action of drinking in Re- 
membrance of a Perſon departed this World is 
Sacramental, and in other Places that it is not 
Sacramental. Anſ. That when the Action is ap- 
ply'd to Chriſt in the Euchariſt 'tis truly Saera- 
cramental ; when apply'd to K— W— it makes 
it not Sacramental, but is a deteſtable Abaſe of 
that Action which is in it ſelf Sacramental. 
That drinking in Remembrance of Perſons de- 
— this World, excepting only in Remem- 

rance of Jeſus Chriſt, is a Sacramental Action 
us'd Unſacramentall, i. e. Profanely and Impi- 
ouſly ; which ſingly conſider'd, as I ſaid before, 
is a ſufficient Anſwer to all the Objections can 
poſſibly be made. This ſeeming Inconſiſtency fo 
much inſiſted on, is juſt ſuch another Piece of 
Sophiſtry, as if one ſeeing Horſes kept within 
Conſecrated Walls, ſhou'd ask you whether it 
was a Church or a Stable? If you fay a Church, 
he asks you, how can that be when 'tis apply'd to 
Horſes 2 If you ſay 'tis a Stable, he is quick 8 
on you, No! it was Conſecrated to the Worthip 
of God; and then Laughs at your Contradi- 
ction and Nonſence. FThereas, when he will 
give you the hearing, you have this plain Anſwer 
to make; namely, That it is ſurely a Church be- 
cauſe Dedicated to TY of God; but that 
52 is 
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tis put to common uſe by Deſecration, and Sa- 
crilege. Now if a Man asks why.it may not ſerve 
for both uſes, the Worſhip of God on Sundays, 
and for Horſes all the reſt of the Week? Then 
he falls in exactly with the Principle of the 
drinkers to the Glorious and Immortal Memo- 
TY, e9c. | | | 

IV. Tis faid that 15 Labour to. prove, That 
the Receiving the Holy Sacrament in the Cup, 
is drinking an HEALTH ; which if it were 
true, the Charge upon me were juſt, namely of 
Prophaning that Holy Inſtitution. But if I 
Labour to prove quite the contrary, that it is 
not drinking an Health; then what muſt that 


Perſon think of himſelf who hath Accuſed me 


publickly to the World of Maintaining and 
Propagating a Notion which I deteſt and abhor, 
as much as I do the drinking to the Glorious 
Memory, or to all that Love and Honour the Me- 
mory of a departed Monarch? This Cuſtom, as 
it is Styl'd an HEALTH, is ſo far from ha- 
ving any Reſemblance with that Sacrament 3 
that nothing can be more Senſeleſs and Imper- 
tinent; or more void of any Meaning or Signi- 
fication. 
Drinking an Health is, when I wiſh to God, 
(as the common way of ſpeaking is) That he to 
whom I Name my Liquor may have Health and 


' Proſperity; ſo that drinking in Remembrance 


of K— W—m, may be call'd any thing in the 
World rather than an Health. Thoſe who 
ſwallow Sin with greedineſs, are pleas'd indeed 

| to. 
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to miſcall it ſoz and this is the very Blind that 
deceives, 'tis the Bait which makes it go down 
ſmoothly with undeſigning and unthinking Peo- 
ple. All the thought they have is, That becauſe 
It is called an Health, it can have no more 
wickedneſs in it than an Health that is com- 
monly drank, Whereas tis in it ſelf intirely of 
another kind; inſomuch, that if Men wou'd-call 
it by any other Name which ſhould expreſs the 
true Nature of the thing, every one wou'd fee 
that Profaneneſs and Impiety, which now lies 
conceal'd in an improper and ambiguous Word, 
'Tis a meer Abuſe and Miſapplication of it; 
and it hath not the leaſt Reſemblance or Si- 
militude upon that ſcore with our drinking in 
the Holy Sacrament ; there can be no compa- 
riſon upon this Foot, till Men can find out a 
likeneſs between drinking in Remembrance of 
Chriſt; and expreſſing my Gratitude to K 
W——m, by hearrily wiſhing him Health and Proſ- 
erity. | 
: Thus far that Cuſtom is ridiculous only 3 
a ſolemn Inſtance of egregious Folly, contrary 
to Senſe and Reaſon; and altogether unbecom- 
ing ſober Chriſtians, or Men in their Witts. 
And it this had been all, I had not diſturb'd 
them in that Prepoſterous Devotion paid to 2 
dead Man; and for me they might have gone 
on in wiſhing well to him; or in any other Fan- 
taſtick Form they pleas d. Thus far it hath a 


Reſemblance only of Popery, viz. That of Praying 


tor the Dead, and therefore has as much wick- 
edneſs in it as any thing ſo Abſurd and Non- 
ſenſical can have; and that is Reaſon enough 


for 
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for any good Chriflian to avoid it Induftrioufly. 
So that I now heartily joyn with that ingenious 
Perſon in what he ſpoke in oppoſition to me, 
viz. in denying that the $acrament hath an 
thing of the Nature of a common Health; and I add, 
that nothing is more Impious than drinking an 
Health to the Memory of Chriſt; 'tis a moſt 
wicked Thought, and the height of Ignorance 
to Imagine any Parallel between them in that 
-Inſtance, *Tis they who make them Parallel in 
this Reſpect, give Offence and Scandal to ſincere 
and well-meaning Chriſtians; and 'tis they 
who drink this wicked Health, who have given 
occaſion to the Enemies of Reveal'd Religion 
to call our Holy Eucharift by that Name; that 
by infinuating a diſeſteem of that moſt ſacred 
Ordinance, they might undermine and ſhake the 
Foundation of our whole Chriſtian Faith, the 
Drinking in Remembrance of a Crucitied i. e. 
.a dead Saviour. Tp . 
Now if you intirely lay aſide both the Mord and 
Notion of an Health, Improperly apply'd to that 
Cuſtom; and Impiouſiy to the Holy Euchariſt; 
and conſider that each of them is a Celebrating 
and Perpetuating the Memory of a Perſon de- 
rted this World; then you will immediately 
find ſo near an Affinity between them, that the 
firſt thought of its being indifferently apply'd to 
aPerſon Human or Divine, muſt raiſe an Horro 


In the Mind of a Chriſtian. 
And here I deſire it may be obſerv'd, That 
what I Labour'd all along was not to ſhew any 
bare Reſemblance between that wicked Health, 
and our Holy Euchariſt ; but that the Act ion was 


the 
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the very ſame in both, -viz. Drinking in Re: 
membrance of a Perſon departed this World: 


'Tis the very Aion it ſelf which is usd in the 
Sacrament, Inſtituted and Commanded by Chriſt, 
and not another like it which they apply to 
K— n; or if this pleaſes them better, 
the Actions are as like as if they were the ſame; 
I cannot find a difference. I allow there is as 
wide a difference between the Perſons to whom 
that ſame Action is apply'd, as between Heaven 
and Earth; and as great a difference between the 


Application of it to one and the other, as be- 


tween Heaven and Hell. Tis not barely doing 
ſomething that hath a Semblance of what 1s 
done in the Sacrament which is condemn'd ; but 
applying the very Sacramental Action it ſelf to 
a meer Man, with no other alteration but the 
change of thoſe Perfons, and ſubſtituting one 
for another. 114 it © 
Thus there being no Parallel between the Per? 
ſons, but an infinite Diſparity, is the Ground 
and Reaſon of that Impiety and Profaneneſs 
there is in the applying the very ſame Act- 
ion indifferently to them both, viz. in the 
Euchariſt, and in that Health, as it is ridiculouſ- 
ly ſtyb'd. Not but that there is a farther Re? 
ſemblance likewiſe between them, and a concur= 
rence of Circumſtances, which ate ſo many far» 


ther degrees of Aggravation; and therefore as 1 


full þ F rk If. there were no more in that Acti- 
on of drinking to the Memory of K+ — 
than a Semblance only of a Sacramental Action, 
'twere a ſufficien t Reuſon for any who had a ſin- 
cere Regard for rτνπ Ordinances of the Go 
woſt induſirioul!; © avoid it. The 
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The Reſemblance that Cuſtom of Drinking in 
Remembrance &c. hath with the Euchariſt, is ſo 
obvious that every one's own Mind can't but ſug- 
geſt it to them. Drinking in Remembrance in the 
_ Euchariſt is apply'd to a Perſon not converſant 
among us, but departed this World; and his lea- 
ving this World is the Reaſon affign'd by himſelf 
of this Remembrance ; He tells his Diſciples, 
John 16. 5. 7. He was to go away to him that ſent 
him, and depart from them, i. e. to another 
World. He was to Dye the next day, and ſoon 
after his Reſurrection to aſcend up into Heaven: 
And therefore He appointed this outward Atti- 
on of Eating and Drinking for celebrating and 
perpetuating his Memory till he came at the Day 
of Judgment ; an outward bodily Action, which 
- hould be a viſible Teſtimony of our Love, and 
Honour, and Gratitude towards him. And now 
is any one hardy enough to ſay there is no Re- 
ſemblance between this and Celebrating the Me- 
mory of a departed Monarch; of drinking in an 
Honourable Remembrance of him ; and making 
the doing ſo a Teſt of our Love, and Honour, 
and Gratitude towards him? - | 
- Beſides, the common excuſe made for tha 
Cuſtom is, that it is done by way of Thankf- 
giving to God for the Mercies and Deliveran- 
ces that K W—m was made the Inſtrument 
of to us; and the Perpetuating of his Memory 
for that Reaſon. And can there be a greater 
Reſemblance of one thing with another, than 
of ſo doing in our Holy Euchariſt? which hath 
that Name from being the moſt ſolemn Act of 
Fraiſe-and Thankſgiving for the greateſt Mer- 
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cies wrought for us by that Divine Perſon whoſe 
Memory we Celebrate? Is not the Wine we 
drink in that Sacrament an Oblation, by way of 
Memorial and Thankſgiving to God? And is 
there no Reſemblance between that, and the 
Liquor drank in that Profane Health, which 
muſt be either by way of Memorial to God, or 
to K—- W—m? And whether it be to one or 
the other *tis highly Criminal. | 

Again, is there no Reſemblance with the Eu- 
chariſt in the Memorial of a departed Perſon 
under the Character of a King, of a Deliverer 
of Church and State from Idolatry, Superſtiti- 
on, and Arbitrary Power, and of a common Be- 
nefactor to theſe Nations? And are there not 
likewiſe the concurrent Circumſtances of pouring 
out, and diſtributing the Liquor ; each in his tura 
after every Meal ? NEE 

But you will ſay there is no Similitude in 
the Bleſſing of the Wine. But 'tis not without 
ſome Reſemblance even in this Reſpe&; for all 
the Wine drank 1s bleſs'd by ſaying Grace, or 
ought to be. But you ſay it is not bleſſed for 
that purpoſe of the Remembrance; No, if it were 
ſo, the Reſemblance only would ceaſe, and it 
would be downright wilful and defign'd 1dola- 
try, and not a meer Inadvertancy only, or 


bare Profanation of that Sacrament';- And pray 


can there be no Idolatrous AF but what is de- 
ſign'd ſo? Or can there be no Abuſe or Profana- 
tion of the Holy Euchariſt lefs than a prone: 
tated profeſs'd Aolatry? Thus far all who drink 
that Health (as we muſt call it) to a dead King 
carry the Reſemblance. 3 . 

E Others,

Others, more Zealous and Devout, carry the 
Reſemblance farther, and uncover their Heads 
when they drink it; others perform it on their 
Knees, who are yet ſome of them too ſcrupulous 
to kneel at the Sacrament ; and 'tis very roto- 
rious how others have perform'd this before the 
Statue of K— W—m; and ſome to all the 
reſt have added this exact Form of Words, I 
drink this in Remembrance of K— W—-m ; 
not without adding the words Saviour and De- 
hverer, h | | | 
Others drink Confuſion, nay Damnation to all 
who refuſe the Glorious and Immortal Memo- 
2 and this with ſo little reſerve, that, as by 
that Impious Heaith they turn our Euchariſt in- 
to 1dolatry, ſo they have turn'd our Litany in- 
to a Curſe, and imprecated Plague, Peſtilence, 
and Famine, Battle, Murder, and ſudden Death 
upon all who will not drink to the Glorious and 
Immortal Memory, &c. 
Nay ſome are faid to have proceeded ſo far 
as to confirm all this by taking a Piece of Bread 
and performing the like Solemnity in their 
Turns; as a further Proof how much they are 
diſpos'd to a Devout Remembrance of K | 
W————7, and as a Teſt of their true Regard 
and Veneration for his Glorious Memory. 
Which, tho” it may ſhock my Reader, yet is 
not in it ſelf ſo wicked as the Cuſtom of drinł- 
ing in Remembrance of him. And to ſhew how 
poſſible it is to be in Fact True, that Men may 
arrive at this height of wickedneſs, take the 
Subſtance, of a Letter I had from a Reverend 
and worthy Clergyman, who receiv'd his Ac- 
count 


_.  _T | 
count from one of his Brethren, preſent when 
ſome in. the Company took a Piece of Bread up- 
on a Fork after Dipner, and Kiſſing it propos gd 
the Swearing by it that each had drank every 
body's Health at the Table. The Clergyman 
put the Fork away with ſome Indignation and 
Warmth ; the Bread falling down, one of the 
Gentlemen cry'd out, Have a Care Sir! you have 
thrown down the Elements. And his Remark 
upon this is very juſt ; namely, That theſe Wret- 
ches Mean more by ſuch vile Practices, than they 
dare publickly own. 2 x E 

V. Here, I think, is the proper Place to ob- 
viate another great Advantage the Patrons' and 
Defenders of that Health think they have againſt 
me; and that is from a ſaying of mine, . 10. 
For tho” it be not done in the ſame Manner, or 
with the ſame Deſign, nor with the ſame Circum- 
ſtances, yet that ſtill remains in which the very 
Being and Eſſence of our Holy Euchariſt conſiſts. 
Hence they take for granted, That I allow drink- 
ing in that Health not to be perform'd in the 
ſame Manner, or with the fame Deſign, or with 
the ſame Circumſt ances with drinking in Re- 
membrance of Chriſt in tne Euchariſt : Where- 
as to their ſhame I aſſert the quite contrary, 
as you have juſt now ſeen. That ſaying was 
only a Conceſſion of mine, in anſwer to ſuch 
Objections as Men might raiſe, viz. That they 
did not do it with the fame Deſign, in the ſame 
Manner, or with the ſame Circumſtances. 
Which, if it were True, as it is in a great de- 
gree Falſe, yet I argue wow'd not excuſe them 
trom Sin; becauſe, that eren upon that ſuppo- 
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ſition, yet that Remembrance remain'd wherein 
the very Eſſence of the Euchariſt conſiſted. They 
ſay no; tis not Eſſential to the . Sacrament. 
Well then, for the preſent let it be a Circum- 
ſt ance only: Why then in that Health they muſt 
own they drink with the ſame Circumſtance they 
do in the Sacrament. Ves, and with ſo mate- 
rial a Circumſtance that it is no Sacrament at 
all without that Circumſtance. Iis ſuch a Cir- 
cumſtance that whereas Conſecration, Kneel- 
ing, Giving of Thanks, Fc. may be Communt- 
cated to other Ordinances, yet this of the Re- 
membrance of Chriſt as departed this World is 
inſeperable from it, and Incommunicable to any 
other Ordinance. So that call that Remem- 
brance by what word they pleaſe, either Eſſence 
or Circumſtance, this no way alters the Caſe. 
And now I may boldly aſſert, that they drink 
with the ſame Deſign, viz. to Celebrate the Me- 
tory of K— W—m, and much in the ſame 
Manner, and with the ſame Circumſtances. But 
they will ſay, not with altoghther the ſame. No 
God forbid they ſhou'd ; for then their Sin wou'd 
exceed any Blaſphemy of Fews or Heathens; and 
*tis but cold Comfort that a Man's Guilt does 
*not come up to theirs, | 

Again they will ſay, tho' it cannot be deny'd 
that we drink with the ſame Deſign, v:z. For 
a Remembrance of one departed ; yet that Re- 
membranee is not defign'd by way of Divine 
Worthip. And they ask, What is there to diſt- 
znguiſh Moral Actions with reſpect to the Goodneſs 
or Baaneſs of them, but the Intention, Manner and 
Circumſtances? *Tis ſtrange for Men to argue 
h PRE that 
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that no Act can be Idolatrous that is not ſo de- 
ſign'd; or that nothing can be Profanation or 
Sacrilege that is not downright Idolatry; as if 
Men's Deſign or Intention cou'd alter the Na- 
ture of Moral, or Inſtituted Ad ions. Is there 
any Axiom more trite than Ad bonitatem Ada, 
non ſufficit Bonitas Intentionis? Inſomuch that 
People may do the worſt of Actions, with the beſt 
Intention. Therefore at once to cut off all Rea- 
ſonings of this Nature, let us for the preſent 
conſider the Action of drinking in Remembrance 
of any Perſon departed this World as indifferent 
in it's own Nature, and before Chriſt's coming 


into the World as lawful to be appiy'd to any 


Perſon to whoſe Memory Men wou'd do Hon- 
our; nay, ſuppoſe it a conſtant. Practice, as it 
really was among the Heathen thus to celebrate 
and perpetuate the Memory of their Heroes. 


Now this ſame Action by Chriſt's Command 


and Inſtitution. of performing it in Honour of 
him, takes upon it the Nature of a Moral or 
Religious Action; it ceaſes to be indifferent, and 
the Matter of it is in it ſelf Good, Now the 
Matter of every Action is in it ſelf indifferent, Evil, 
or Good, The firſt ſort may be: render'd Good 
or Evil from the Intention or Circumſtances. If 
the Matter or Object of the Action, as the 
Schools expreſs it, is Evil; no Intention or Cir- 
cumſtances can render it Good. If the Matter 
of the Action be in its own Nature Good, it 
may become Evil by a wrong Intention or Cir- 
cumſtances; nay even for want of that Intention 
and Circumſtances which ſhou'd go along with 
it, the beſt of Actions may become the worſt ; 
8 an 
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and that which is moſt Holy in it ſelf ſhall, by 
that very Means, become moſt horrid and deteſt- 
able. Which I take to be the very Caſe of that 
Action of Drinking in Remembrance of a de- 
parted Perſon; without applying it to Ohrift, and 
that thankful Remembrance of his Death for 
which it was Inſtituted. When it is apply'd to 
Chriſt it is a good Action; therefore when ap- 
pd to any other Perſon departed this World, 
tis in it ſelf Evil; and no good or indifferent 
Intention can change the Profane and Idolatrous 
Nature of it. Brag: 
VI. Here again, That Notion ſtarts up, 
which the Immortal Memory Drinkers can't get 
out of their Heads. Yes, ſay they, when we 
drink in Remembrance of Chriſt, it is a Good 
and a Religious Action; but when we drink m 
Remembrance of any other departed Perſon, it 
is {till indifferent; notwithſtanding that Com- 
mand and Inſtitution, and therefore can be no 

eProfanation or Idolat 7. | 
1f-rtheſe-Nice diſtinguiſhers had been to Ma- 
Hage for Satan when he 'Lempted our Saviour to 
fall down and Worſhip him, they would have 
-outdone that old Serpent in Subtilty ; nor wou'd 
they have been ſo ſoon filenc'd as he was. For 
hy juſt ſuch another ſhort turn as that, they 
would have intirely evaded our Saviour's An- 
ſwer, *Tis written, thou ſhalt Worſhip the Lord 
-thy God; by replying upon him, 'That it was true, 
'Proftration or filling down by way of Honour 
or Obeyſance, when apply'd to God was a Reli- 
N Action, and an Act of Divine Worſhip; 
but when that Action was apply'd to any *

Perſon; then it eou'd be no Divine” Worſhig 
nor Idolatry, nor any Abuſe or Profanation of 
that Action; it being an Action indifferent in 
it's own Nature before it was Commanded in 
that Precept which He quoted.

upon ſuch an extraordinary occaſion they wou'd 


have reduc'd the whole Force of all their Rea 
ſoning into this one invincible Syllogiſm, which 
concludes Categorically, tho the Major is Hypo- 
thetical. | SET 
If your falling down to Sat an cannot be de- 
ſign'd or intended by way of Divine Worſhip, 

then it can be no Idolatry. | 
But your falling down to Satan cannot be 

ine Worſhip. 
Therefore it can be no ldolatry. 

And here I muſt tell them a ſecret, viz. That 
if the cunning Serpent had been help'd out thus 
far, he wou'd eaſily have prov'd his Minor. It 
was only ſaying in ſhort as theſe Objectors do, 
That falling down to Satan, was not falling 
to GOD; and therefore cou'd not be done to 
both with the ſame Intention and Deſign. Nor 
could he deſire it as the worſhip paid to the 
ſupreme GOD ; for he confeſs'd to our Savi- 
our that he had only receiv'd all thoſe King- 
doms he plac'd in his View ; and therefore never 
thought of deceiving Chriſt ſo far as that He 
himſelf ſhou'd be miſtaken for that ſupreme 
God, from whom he had receiv'd thoſe King- 
doms. And the Sin be wou'd-have Tempted our 
Saviour to, was the applying that which was 
Conſtituted an Act of Divine Worſhip, to the 
Honour of a Creature. And the Force of 2

Saviour's Reply was, that it was Idolatry to ap- 


ply what was Commanded as a Poſture of Wor- 
ſhip to God, to any Inhabitant of another World; 
tho' you do jt not with a deſign of Divine 
Worſhip, nor as to the ſupreme et 

And now my Reader is ſufficiently prepar'd 
to ſee the Force of thoſe Faults which have been 
found with my Syllogiſms. As to their Forn, 
they ſay they are not Categorick. But I muſt 
beg leave to acquaint them with ſo much Lo- 
gick, as that where the Major is Hypothetick, 
the concluſion 1s Categorick : And this is the 
very Form by which the Matter of any Argu- 
ment can be put in the cleareſt Light, As to 
the Terms, they cannot read the word Dead, 
without fancying that I muſt mean Chriſt is Now 
Dead, and not Once Dead. And therefore for 
the Eaſe of ſuch ſcrupulous and weak Underſtan- 
dings, I have conſented that inftead of the word 
Dead, they may inſert the words, 4 Perſon de- 
parted this World; and then all is right: They 
cannot ſay the word Dead ſignifies one thing in 
the Major, and another in the Minor. And now 
I hope it cannot fignifie a Health in either Pro- 
pofition, but the ſame in both, viz. Drinking, 
not a Health to a dead Man; or a living Savi- 
our; but in an honourable Remembrance of a 
Perſon departed this World. Unleſs they ſhou'd 
go on to diſtinguiſh as they have done, and ſay 
that K W—m is not departed this World, be- 
cauſe his Body is moulder'd to Aſhes; then 
I confeſs I muſt look out for ſome other Term 
for them.

Now as to the Matter of my firſt Syſlogiſm 
they diſtinguiſh the Minor thus, *Tis confefs'd 
that Chrift has appropriated drinking to the 
Memory of a Perſon. departed: this World, 
to his own Perſon; but that he has appropriated 
ALL drinking to the Memory of a pe on de- 
parted this World to his own Perſon, they flat- 
ly deny: And ſo do I too; as I wou'd deny my 
ſelf to be Author of the moſt egregious Non- 
ſenſe that poſſibly can be utter d. For by that 
ALL their Meaning is, or they Mean nothing, 
the drinking in Remembrance of all that ever de- 
parted, or of every one that ever departed this 
Life. This wou'd have been a pretty concluſion 
of mine indeed, viz. That Chriſt had appropri- 
ated the drinking in Remembrance of all that 
ever departed this World to his own Perſon. 
No, my Meaning is good Senſe, and. Plain 'to 
every honeſt Reader: I mean the Action it felf 
of drinking in Remembrance of a Perſon de- 
parted this World, 7. e. Al the Action, the whole 
Action, the ixtire Action. This ſame Action 
being Conſtituted in Remembrance of Chriſt 
alone, and not of ALL or any other particular 
Perſon; and by way of Divine Worſhip paid to 
him, it is ſurely and plainly Idolatry to apply 
it to all, or ſingular; or to any other Perſon 
whatſoever in particular. And this I hope is 
a full Explanation of what I mean by that o- 
ther Term of APPROPRIATING ; and a fa- 
tisfactory Anſwer to that ridiculous Objection, 
that 'tis not drinking in Remembrance of the 
Dead in general which is made Sacramental, 
but the drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt 
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onceDead in particilar. A profound ſaying this! 
Chriſt did not appoint drinking to the Memory of 
the Dead in general, to be done to him in particu- 
lar. The Sophiſm in ſhort is this, Chriſt has not 
appropriated ALL drinking in Remembrance of 
the Dead to his own Perſon, i. e. He has not 
appropriated drinking in Remembrance of 44 
the Dead, to his own Perſon. If there is any 
farther Meaning in this Subtilty, I freely own 
it paſt my Comprehenſion. 


My Two former Syllogiſms remaining thus 
ſafe and untouch'd ; I may now with more aſſu- 
rance give thoſe Logicians one more, which I 
am perſuaded they will never attempt, or attempt 
as much in vain as they did the former. And 
to —— any farther Complaints of the Form, 

it ſhall be ſtrictly Categorick ; and the matter of 
it is ſo evident, that from the time they begin 

to conſider ſeriouſly, it will ſting their Conſci- 
- ences, it will ſtick by them to their dying 
: Day, and not leave them any quiet in their 
Minds till their Recantation is as Publick as 
the oppoſition they have given to the Doctrine 
it proves. | 

No Action which by Command or Inſtitution of 
Chriſt is made à Part of Divine Worſhip, can, 
without Idolat ry, be applyd to a meer Man. 

But that Action of drinking in Remembrance of 
a Perſon departed this World, is by Command and 
Taſtitution of Chrift, made a Part of Dsvine Wor- 
ſhip. Therefore, 8 

That Action of drinking in Remembrance of &c. 
cannot without 1dolatry be applyd to a meer 17 8 

, 
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Tho' I know there can be no Anſwer to 
this Syllogiſm which can give eaſe and quiet 
to the Conſcience of any conſidering Chriſtian 
who drinks that Idolatrous Health; yet I am 
aware of the only Two Things which leave the 
leaſt room for Cavil. | | 

Firſt, That ſame ambiguity which perplexes 
them recurr's again, and they will grant that 
the Action of drinking in Remembrance of the 
Perſon of Chriſt departed this World, is Inſti- 
tuted a Part of Divine Worſhip; but the drink- 
ing in Remembrance of K— W—, or any 
other Perſon departed this World, is not made 
a Part of Divine Worſhip; I am entirely of 
their Opinion, and of my own ſtill, But how is 
this an anſwer * Don't they now ſee that this 
wiſe Diſtinction amounts to no more than this 
That drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt, is 
not drinking in Remembrance of K— W—3; 
nor that of K—W— drinking in Remembrance 
of Chriſt. No certainly; and this is the very 
Cauſe of their Profaneneſs and Idolatry ; becauſe 
the Action is the ſame, and the Perſons infinitely 
different. And now I hope they ſee the reaſon 
of my wording the Argument in general Terms; 
which was to ſhew, that it is the very ſame Act- 
ion which they apply to both; for in both in- 
ſtances it is drinking; drinking in an boxonrable 
and thankful Remembrance ; and in Remembrance 
of a Perſon departed this World. So that all 
the anſwer they make, is, one is a Divine Per- 
ſon; the other a meer Man. True; but can't 
the Action be the ſame, tho” one of the Perſons 
to whom it is perform'd is aon dead; and hs 

| | Other 
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other aow living? When the Papiſts kneel, or 

ow, or repeat a Prayer to the Virgin Mary; 
and at another time to God; Is not the Action 
the ſame; tho' one of the Perſons is dead, (not- 
withſtanding their Doctrine of her Aſumption) 
and the other is alive? When they ſwear by God, 
and by the Virgin Mary; the Action 1s the ſame, 
and yet *tis Idolatry in one inſtance, and Divine 

Worſhip in the other. And in ſhort what Ar- 
gument have we left againſt the Idolatry of the 
Church of Rome in theſe and all other inſtances, 
upon the Principle of theſe Immortal Health 
drinkers? 

Another thing which may be Objetted againſt 
this Syllogiſm, is that Expreſſion of its being by 
Command and Inſtitution of Chriſt made a Part 
of Divine Worſhip. But that Expreſſion 1s a- 
greeable to the Senſe of all Chriſtians; it was 
ever ſo accounted among them, and will be fo 
to the End of the World : And this not with- 
out the Authority of Scripture, from whence we 
plainly Collect that it is not only a Part, but 
the Principal and moſt ſolemn Part of Chriſtian 
Worſhip. St. Paul, 1 Cor. 11. 20. 23. ſuppoſes 
this Remembrance of Chriſt to be the chiet In- 
tent and Buſineſs of Chriſtians in their Aſſem- 
bly's. Eating and Drinking in Remembrance. 
of Chriſt, plainly ſuppoſed his leaving of them, 
and going to his Father; and this was the way 
they were to Celebrate his Memory in their 
Meetings during his Abſence, i. e. to the End 
of the World. This was what they came to- 
gether for; and we find, Act, 20. 7. that it was 
for this very Performance that the Diſciples met 
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on the firſ# Day of the Week. If any one Ob- 
jects, that nothing is a proper and direct Act of 
Worſhip but the inward Subjection of the Mind. 
I anſwer, that the outward Action of Eating 
and Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt, is ap- 
pointed as an outward Expreſſion of the greateſt 
inward Veneration, and humbleſt Adoration of 
our Souls: And where the outward Action is not 
Accompany'd with this, it is Eating and Drink- 
ing the Lord's Body unworthily ; whom we are 
to Worſhip and Adore by that Action, attended 
with the moſt profound Subjection of our Souls; 
and this ſure ought ever to be expreſs'd with the 


humbleſt Poſture of our Bodies. 


VIII. And now I come to that which is in 
truth no Objection in it ſelf, and hath no Mean- 
ing when the Words are Underſtood ; yet be- 
cauſe it proceeds from Ignorance in Logick, and 
in the receiv'd Form of Speaking, hath made a 
great Noiſe: And that is my ſaying, that the ve- 
ry Eſſence of the Euchariſtical Sacrifice conſiſts 
in the Remembrance of a Perſon once Dead, or 
departed this World. So that I have no more 
to do here, but to inform ſuch Readers as ſtand 
in need of it, that in Natural Philoſophy no 
diſtinction is more common than that of the 
Matter, and Form of every thing; the Matter 
is what is common to it with many other Things; 
the Form is that which is ſo peculiar to it, that 
it diſtinguiſhes it from all Things of another kind. 
This, when Men wou'd ſpeak diſtinctly, they call 
the Eſſence of a thing, or the Effential Form 
ſo the Body is the Matter of a Man, which is 
common to him with Beaſts, Cc. The Soul — 
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(44) 
the Form or Eſſence, by which he is diſtinguiſh'd 
from all other Things. From thence the Words 
are transfer'd into Ethicks or Moral Philoſo- 
phy; and nothing is more common than in Acti- 
ens even purely Moral, to diſtinguiſh between 
the Matter, and Form or Eſſence of them; and 
much more in any Inſtitution Human or Di- 
vine. The Efential Form or Eſſence is that 
which diſtinguiſhes it from all other Inſtituti- 
ons; and which will remain when you diveſt it 
of all Circumſtances and Accidents which are 
common to it, with other Inſtitutions or Actions. 
So Bread or Wine ; the breaking and pouring 
out ; the diſtributing of them; and Eating and 
Drinking, may all be apply'd to common Uſe ; 
and Bleſſing or Conſecrating are us'd in other In- 
ſtitutions; therefore none, nor all of theſe toge- 
ther, can be, in ſtrictnefs of Speaking and exact 
Propriety of Language, called the Eſſence of 
the Sacrament. But that other Part of that 
Sacrament, which conſiſts in the Remembrance 
of a Perſon who is now in another World, can 
never be ſeparated from that Sacrament, no not 
in Thoug ht, without deſtroying the very Being 
of it; and is that Part of it which is Incommu- 
nicable to any other Inſtitution whatſoever. You 
will ſay, it cannot be a Sacrament without all 
the reſt, and particularly without Con ſecration. 
So ſay I; no more than he who Objects thus, can 
be a Man without his Body; and yet he wou'd 
ſpeak very Illogically if he ſhould ſay his Body 
is as much his Eſſence, as his Soul; a Part may 
be abſolutely Neceflary, and yet not equally Eſ- 
fenttal with another. However, if any one will 
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ſay that Conſecration is as Eſſential to this Sa- 
crament as the Bread Conſecrated to that Re- 
membrance ; I will fall in with his way of Speak- 
ing, tho' it is not ſo ſtrictly Logical: and I do 
this the rather becauſe our Holy Church ex- 
prelly ſays that Water; and that Form Inu the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghoſt, are Eſſential Parts of Baptiſm. Not 
ALL Water I hope, but Water apply'd to the 


waſhing away of Sin, and admiſſion into a viſible 


Body. Now if each of theſe is Eſſential to Bap- 
tiſm, then the applying either of them to a ck 
vil Uſe, is applying that which is Eſſential to 
Baptiſin ; and that is a horrid Profanation of it. 


So let us ſay that the Conſecration or Bleſſing, 


and the Bread and Wine apply'd to the Remem- 
brance, are two Eſſential Parts of the Euchariſt ; 
then fay I, if you apply Bread or Wine to the 
Remembrance of any Perſon departed this World, 
you apply that which is Eſſential to that Sacra- 


ment; and that is barefac'd Idolatry. . 


If any one is ſo ſelf-wilPd that he muſt have 
a way of Speaking by himſelf, and rejet the 
word Eſſence or Eſſential, as having any thing of 
Magick or Deluſion in it; In pity to his great 
Infirmity he hath my free leave; and let him call 
that Remembrance of a Perſon departed this 
World, the chief End, Intent, Purpoſe, or Deſigu 
of that Holy Sacrament; or what other Word 
hitts his Humour better. This will be no Eaſe 
to his Conſcience in ſo great a Crime; for ſtill 
the Profaneſs and Idolatry will be the ſame, to 
apply that which is the chief Erd, . Intent, Pur- 
poſe, or Defign of that Holy Sacrament to a meer 


Man 
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Man; as to apply that which is Eſſential to it. 
This is but Amuzing himſelf with Words; for 
if he grants this Holy Sacrament hath any one 
Thing more Eſſential to it than another, it muſt 
be this Remembrance; ſince if you enumerate all 
its Parts, and conſider each of them ſeparately 
from the reſt, you will find every one of them 
appointed for this End. And this brings me to 
another Objection I ſhall conſider at length, be- 
cauſe of the great Streſs I find laid upon it. 
IX. That Chriſt hath not Inſtituted the bare 
ſingle Action of drinking in Remembrance of a 
Perſon departed thisLife; but inConjunction with 
taking of Bread, Bleſſing, Breaking, and Diſtri- 
buting of it, Ce. Tis all one Inſtitution, ſay 
they; and therefore drinking in Remembrance 
of a Perſon departed, being but one Part of 
that Inſtitution, it may ſeparately be apply'd to 
civil Uſe, z. e. to Perpetuate the Memory of any 
other Perſon beſides him for whom it was In- 
ſtituted. Good GOD! what an Age are we 
fallen into; when an Objection ſo fraught with 
Abſurdity and Wickedneſs, muſt have a grave and 
ſcrious Anſwer? At firſt ſight it appears to be a 
bare aſſertion only, and no Argument or Reaſon 
why it ſhould be ſo. Welt then, we may Ce- 
lebrate the Memory of a Temporal King de- 
parted, as well as of our Spiritual King, by 
ſolemn drinking in — — of Link 
nay, we may both Eat and Drink in Remem- 
brance of him, with this ſolemn Form of Words, 
T take and eat This in Remembrance of K. 
Wm, ard J drink This in Remembrance 
of K—- Wm, becauſe I leave out the brake- 
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ing, or pouring, or diſtributing ; and leave every 
Man to help himſelf. Nay, upon the foot of 
this Objection, we may even Conſecrate the K- 
lements to his Remembrance, if we leave out 
any one Material Circumſtance; for if there is 
not a Conjunction of all the Parts, we are ſafe 
enough from any Profanation. You will fay no, 
for that Conſecration is the only great Eſſen- 
tial Part. Then ſay I, every thing that is Con- 
ſecrated wou'd be the Lord's Supper. and what 
then will become of the Objection, which ſup- 
poſes all Parts Eſſential; and that there is no 
Eſſence but in the Conjunction of all together? 
It is ſo far from being True, that every 
Part of that Sacrament may be ſeparately ap- 
ply'd to Civil Uſe; that every good Chriſtian 
will ſay quite the contrary ; that no Part of 
it can be ſo apply'd without a moſt Impi- 
ous Profanation of it. Did not Chriſt who In- 
ſtituted the whole, likewiſe Inſtitute every Part 
of it? And tho” every Part is not an entire Sa- 
crament, yet every Part is Sacramental and e- 
ually Holy. You will ſay Bread and Wine are 
arts of that Sacrament. But ſurely no, till 
they are apply'd to the Remembrance of Chriſt; 
as Water is no Part of Baptiſm, till apply'd to 
the admittance of a Perſon into the vitible Bo- 
dy of the Church. This is the Fallacy which 
deceives Men; they think of Bread and Wine 
as Parts of that Sacrament before they are ſo, 
and then make this Inference; becauſe Bread 
and Wine may of themſelves be apply'd to Com- 
mon Uſe; therefore they may be ſo apply d even 
with that Remembrance which makes them Sacra” 
G men- 
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mental. *Tis this which ſanctifieth all the Parts; 
and if there were Fifty Things to be done, they 
are but ſo many Parts of the ſame Inſtitution, 
all directed to that one End and Purpoſe of the 
Remembrance; and if you ſhould do any one of 
theſe Fifty Things to the ſame End and Purpoſe 
apply'd to a meer Man, you Profane that moſt 
Holy Office. How many Parts ſoever there are, 
they are every one of chem directed to this one 
End and Purpoſe, The Remembrance of a Divine 
Perſon departed this World ; nay, even the Con- 
ſecration it ſelf: And therefore to apply any one 
of them to the Remembrance of a departed Mo- 
narch, wou'd be an Idolatrous Act. If Men ap- 
ply Wine to his Remembrance, *tis applying 
one Part of that Religious. and Holy Office ; 
it they apply the Bread the ſame way to him, it 
is yet more Deteſtable ; if they bleſs that Bread 
and Wine for that Purpoſe, then it comes up 
to the rankeſt Heathen Idolatry; if this or any 
Part of it is done with a ſeditious or factious 
Deſign, this adds Rebellion to it in the fight 
of God; if any thing of this is done with de- 
ſign to leflen our Holy Euchariſt, and in oppoſi- 
tion to reveal'd Relgion; then it receives the 
higheſt Aggravation the Sin I am now Writing a- 
gainſt is capable of. 

X. Another Objection which I find much 
inſiſted on (tho' I have already ſufficiently ſhew'd 
the Abſurdity of it by an Inſtance in the Per- 
ſon of the Virgin Mary, ſo Plain that it can 
never receive any Confutation) is, that the drink- 
ing this Health is a Parallel Caſe with our 
keeping Feaſt Days in the Memory of the _ 
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That I may never hear any more of this Obje- 
tion, I muſt tell them who make it, that it 
proceeds from groſs Ignorance, and a ridiculous 
Miſtake of the true Nature and Deſign of thoſe 
Feaſts, What runs in their Heads is, that they 
are on Thoſe Days to Celebrate the Memory of 


the Saints, by Eating and Drinking in Remem- 


brance of them. This is a good Notion of a 
Heathen Feſtival, as St. Baſil obſerves, * ſharp- 
ly Reproving Chriſtians, who under this De- 
luſion, held Markets at the Memorials and 
Tombs of their Martyrs ;. telling them that 
thoſe Feſtivals were Inſtituted only for Prayer 
and a commemoration of the Virtues of good 
Men, for our Encouragement and Imitation. 
The Holy Days appointed by the Primitive 
Church, were firit Days of Humiliation or Ab- 


tinence; on which Chriſtians abſtain'd from their 


ordinary Meals, generally till the Ninth Hour, 
i. e. Three of the Clock in the Afternoon. The 
other were Days of Rejoycing and Thankſgir- 
ing; which were call'd + ira, or Feſta in op- 
poſition to the Faſts ; becauſe on theſe they 
did not abſtain from their ordinary Meals; but 
chiefly becauſe on theſe Feſtivals the Holy Eu- 
chariſt us'd for the moſt Part to be Celebra- 
ted, and rarely on their Faſt Days. As appears 
by Socrates, who ſays, S that at Alexandria on 
the 4th Feria, i. e. Wedneſday, and on that call'd 
the Preparation Day, i. e. Good Friday, the 
Scriptures. are fead, and the Doctors Expound 

o them;

them; and all things are performd which belong 


to the Church-Aſſembly, except the Celebration 


of the MYSTERIES, i. e. the Lord's Supper 
in the conſtant Language of the Fathers ; and 
this he ſays, was a uſage of great Antiquity 
there. This was likewiſe, as he ſays a little be- 
fore, the Practice at Rome; and that on the ac- 
count of ſome antient Tradition. And it is to 
be obferv'd, that in thoſe Places where they 
did Celebrate the Myſteries on their Days of 
Abſtinence, it was not till their Stationary Faſt 
was over, 7. e. not before Three of the Clock in 
the Afternoon, when they might break their 
Faſt, And theſe Days were for that reaſon call'd 
but Semijejunia,; and thoſe who reſolv'd to 
hold out their Faſt till Evening, abſtain'd like- 
wife from the Euchariſt. From whence tis 
pla in, that the Feſtivals of the Church took 
their Denomination from that great Chriſtian 
Feaſt of the Euchariſt ; and that the way we 
are to Celebrate the Memory of the Saints, is 
by Eating and Drinking, not in Remembrance 
of them, but in Remembrance of Jeſus Chriſt 
alone. Thereby expreſſing our Joy with Thankſ- 
giving to God for their Deliverance from the 

Tyals and Temptations of this World; their 
Doctrine and Example; their holy Lives, and 
eonſtancy in reſiſting unto Blood. Which, is 
to be perform'd by frequenting the Publick Aſ- 
femblies on thoſe Feſtivals ; and our devout 
attendance upon the Publick Worſhip. And 
what thas all this to do with Eating and Drink- 
ing in Remembrance of the Saints? But you 
Will fay it was the Cuſtom on thoſe Feſtivals 

| | tO 
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to add to their ordinary Meals, and fare more 
Sumptuouſly. Yes, they contributed to a Feaſt 
for Poor and Rich in common, and for the 
Relief of the Diſtreſs'd ; and as far as theſe 
Feaſts were a Proviſion for thoſe in want, in 
obedience to the Doctrine of theſe Saints, and 
perform'd in Imitation of their Charity, ſo far 
they may be ſaid to be in Honour of them. But 
yon will ſay farther, they had their Hmpoſa at 
the Tombs and Sepulchers of their yrs : 
Yes; and the evil Nature and Tendency of thoſe 
Practices were ſoon difcover'd, and utterly for- 
bidden by the Church. | Sk 

XI. Another Objection, and the laſt I ſhall 
conſider at length is this, Where there is no Law, 
there is no Tranſgeſſton. z. . There is no expreſs, 
poſitive Law, which ſays thou ſhalt not drink in 
Remembrance of K W—m; or in general, 
thou ſhalt not drink in Remembranee of any 
Perſon departed this World. If this be not 
the Law they mean who make this Objection, 
they muſt word the Law fo as that they them- 
ſelves may allow it Obligatory ; other wife, tis 
impoſſible to underſtand them, or apply their Ob- 
jection to any one Inſtance whatſoever ; till 
then, it is a Juſtification of every thing again 
which there is no ſuch expreſs, particular, po- 
ſitive Law. By this Rule you may violate the 
Lord's-Day, as well as his Euchaviſt; which is 
ſo far from having an expreſs, pofttive Law for 
it, that there is an expreſs, pofitive Law for a- 
nother Day; Remember that you keep Holy the 
Sabbath Day; and ſo this Objection has put 
an invincible Argument into the Mouth Je a 

12 ew. 
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Few. Pray what expreſs, poſitive Law is there; 
that you ſhou'd not make a Stable of a Church, 
or any Part of it? You will quote me this Text 
of Scripture, Te ſhall Reverence my Sanctuary; and 
again, My Houſe ſh all be call d the Houſe of Prayer, 
but ye have made it a Den of Thieves, Is it ſo? 
then ſay I, Te Fools and Blind; fir whether is 
greater, the Church, or that Euchariſtical Ob- 
lation whirh A the Church ? That Eating 
and Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt ; the 
moſt ſacred and ſolemn Part of that Worſhip 
perform'd in it? That very Action which is ap- 
pointed for the moſt ſublime and exalted Pur- 
ſes in Religion, in the very Perſon of Chriſt 
imſelf ; namely, By way of Memorial before 
God, to mind him of beffolding us thro? the 
Merits of his Blood ſpilt upon the Croſs ; For 
the Communication of the Vertue and Efficacy 
of that Sacrifice to our Souls; The remiſſion of 
Sin, and Sanctification of our Nature, by a real 
Participation of the Holy Spirit; And making 
| us partakers of an unconceivable, ineffable Uni- 
— 4 - on with the Father and the Son. And 3s the 
| applying a Part of that Holy Sacrament to 
Prophane and Civil Uſe (by a Perfon who wou'd 
4 call it Sacrilege to ſteal the Chalice Dedicated 
| to that Remembrance) any other than yas. 
| at a Gnatt, and ſwaloming a Camel? He who 
wou'd call it a Prophaning of the Church to 
make it a Den of Thieves; will he make that 
very drinking in Remembrance of a departed 
Monarch, the Teſt of a Party? Aſter all, can 
there be a plainer Law than this, Thou ſhalt 
Worſhip the Lord thy God, and him only ſhalt thou 
ſerve? 
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ſerve? Aud if drinking in Remembrance of a 
Divine Perſon, is now under the Goſpel, a Part 
of Divine Worſhip; then it expreſly and plainly 
comes under that Law. * | 

Theſe are the Objections of greateſt Weight. 
There are others of leſs Conſequence, and which 
touch not the main Argument, and therefore 
5 give them a ſhort Anſwer. It has been 
aid, | | | 

1. That the word THUS in my rendering 
the Form of Inſtitution from the Greek, is not 
right, I am ſtill of Opinion that Thus, is the 
Eaſy and Natural Tranſlation, and moſt agree- 
able to the Genius of the Engl; Tongue. But 
whoſoever diſlikes it, may ſtick to the Tranſla- 
tion in the Engliſh Bible; or to the Original ra- 
ther, And if neither of theſe pleaſe him, let 
him make a Tranſlation of his own ; it will all 
come to the ſame thing, and will not in the 
leaſt affect the Argument, nor the uſe I make 
of that Clauſe 60% 11s av iure 5 which in any 
Tranſlation Men may put upon it, will ſo ſtrong- 
ly imply a Reſtriction of that Action of drinking 
in Remembrance gc. to the Perſon of Chriſt ; that 
it muſt upbraid the Conſciences of all thoſe who 
apply it otherwiſe, with a moſt unworthy and 
ſinful Abuſe of it. |

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This was a haſty ſaying, and dropt before a ſe- 
cond View of the Text; for then it wou'd have 
been found that the whole Form of Inſtitution 
muſt have been an Interpolation for the ſame 
reaſon; for Tre mwoidre codxis "av mine, tis kun 
draαj,ỹ is all left out by St. Zake in the In- 
ſtitution of the Cup; and inſtead of it he has 
this ſaying, Tiro 73 rori⁰ 5 xeaurh Srabixy i 7G 
&tuart pHEeTO une Muay AN,. This Cup is 
the New Teſtament in my Blood. If it be the 
New Teſt ament, it is the grand and compli- 
cated Myſtery of the Chriſtian Religion; which 
is a full Anſwer to another Objection, much 
like the former; That I call the Eating and 
Drinking in Remembrance of a Perſon departed 
this World a myferious Action, and the Foun- 
dation of our whole Chriſtianity. Yes it is; 
and the Perſon we remember is Chriſt CRU- 
CIFY'D, i. e. Dead. Tis the Language of our 
Church no leſs than twice in her Exhortation 
to the Communion, expreſſing this Euchariſt by 
the Name of HOLY MYSTERIES ; which it 
does after the Example of the Primitive-Church, 
which ſeldom uſes any other word for it. And 
with very good Reaſon, ſince all the Methods 
of God's Diſpenſations, and Myſteries of the 
Law and Goſpel center in this Death which 
we Celebrate; and therefore the. whole Sume of 
the Goſpel is expreſs'd 1 Cor. 1. 23. by Preac h- 
ing Chriſt Crucifyd. This is call'd, v. 24. The 
Power, and Wiſdom of God, The wholeKnowledge 
of the Goſpel 1s expreſs'd by this, 2 Cor. 2. 2. For 
T determin'd not to know any thing among you ſave 
Feſus Chriſt, and him Crucifyd, And therefore 

evry 
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ev'ry one who has a true Zeal for the Glory of 
God and the Salvation of his own Soul; as ſoon 
as he conſiders this, will be beforerhand with 
me, and make this obvious Inference for himſelf, 
That an Action ſo fraught with Myſtery ſhou'd

34ly. That I exclude Eating in Remembrance, 
and make Drinking in- Remembrance the whole 
Sacrament. Let my own Words, p. 8. anſwer 
for me ; where I ſay, The very Eſſence of the Eu- 
chariſtical Sacrifice conſiſt s in that Action of Ea- 
ting and Drinking to the Memory, Cc. Both 
being done at the ſame time, and both for that 
Remembrance of Chriſt, I conſider them as one 
Action; and Name the drinking only, as being 
to my preſent Subject. But if any one will con- 
ſider them as Two diſtinct Actions, I am no 
way diſpleas'd. For the Queſtion is not whether 
Eating and Drinking, and Conſecration, e. 
ought to go together in that Sacrament 2 For, 
no doubt they ought notto be ſeparated but whe-

And thus J hope this great Point of Chriſti- 
an Doctrine, That by our being Commanded to 
ſhew forth the Lord's Death till He come, in that 
viſible bodily Act ion of Eating and Drinking in 
Remembrance of him; we are reſtain d from per- 
forming either in Remembrance of any other 


Perſon whatſoever departed this World, is paſt 
Fer ä W 
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any farther ferious Reaſoning or Diſpute; '-I 


am ſenſible the moſt fundamental Articles of 


our Faith are not exempted from ſuch Cavils 
and Exceptions as proceed from Ignorance or 
Perverſengſs; and therefore am not to expect 
this ſhowd meet with better Treatment. LF can- 
not however but obſerve here, how it is juſt 
Cauſe of Admiration, how the Wiſdom of God 
ſhou'd have ſo provided that. it ſhou'd ad- 
mit of being put into fo full and clear a Light, 
that no one Objection has, or can be made a- 
gainſt it with the leaſt colour of Reaſon. And 
that after ſo many trifling Reflections and Ca- 
vils; ſach Carping at Words and Phraſes ; af- 
ter ſo much Railins, and Bitterneſs, and Wrath, 
and Anger, and Clamour, and Evil-jpeaking, 
Thich too many have openly ſhewn on this oc- 
caſton; together with horrible Curſes and Exe- 
crations, and whole Glafles full of Confuſion 
(all which 1 pray God avert both from thoſe 
who drank them and me) that I ſay, after all 
this prepoſterous Zeal for that wicked Practice, 
J am ſpeaking againſt; they muſt now be 
forc'd to own their Error with ſhame; or drop 
the Health in ſilence; and leave it entirely to 
ſuch hardy and benumned Conſciences, as have 
worn out all ſerious thoughts of Neligion; and 
refolve to take their Chance, as they call it, 
for another World. 
1 have great Reaſon to bleſs God for the 
moe Effects of my firſt Diſcourſe upon this 
Subject. For tho” there are ſome who to this Day 
declare the drinking this Health to be theGreat- 
eff Joy and Satisfaction of their Lives; who Glo- 

N ry 
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ry in their ſhame, and perſiſt in a praſeſsd 
Oppoſition to all Argument and Peha 3 
yet the Eyes of many have been open'd to ſee 
the evil Nature and Tendency of that Health, 
who had no r or Suſpicion of it before. 
Others who had ſome Fears and Seruples with 
relation to it, are now confirm'd in- their Judg- 
ments, and have declin'd and renounc'd it in all 
its Forms, And many even of thoſe who were 
zealous Advocates for it, and fierce - Promoters 
of it, do now own the drinking to the Glorious 
and Immortal Memory of K— W—m to be 
unlawful; but they are not convine'd that there 
is any Sin in drinking, To allwho Loue and Hanour 
the Memory of K— WM— m. This they hope 
is a ſufficient Salvo for their Conſciences. But 
there are a few Things to be asK'd of ſuch Peo- 
ple, which their own Minds wou'd Naturally 
- ſuggeſt to them, if they were intirely Free and 
Unprejudic'd. | N N 

If. Why Men ſhou'd run the hazard of a 
Salvo or Evaſion in a Matter of ſo great Im- 
portance, wherein they need run none at all? 
That the ſafeſt Side is to be choſen, is a point of 
Wiſdom which never fails to be obſeryd a- 
mong ce Children of this Warld ; and the r. 
ſon of it holds much ſtronger with, reſpect 
to the Chi{dren of Light.  Gertainly it is of 


leſs dangerous — to forbear this 
Health iftirely; tho to the weakning or prejudice 
of a Cauſe or Party; than to Practice it, tothe 
danger of their S,; ſince there can he non 
in forbearing; but there may be in Drinking of 

it. Men have _ greater Reaſon to hee 
: | < | 
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the ſincerity of their own Hearts, than when 
their Paſſions run high, on the dangerous Side, 
in any point of Religion. *Tis the very Caſe 
of all our Sectaries; They themſelves allow they 
may Communicate in the Church without Sin, 
and yet ſpend all their Zeal in Defence of Se- 
paration. Schiſm muſt be allow'd to be the dan- 
gerous Side; and ſafety on the Side of the Church: 
And therefore there can be no doubt, whether 
it be ſafer for a Perſon to Labour after true 
Virtue and Holineſs in the Boſom of the 
Church; than Live under the leaſt apprehenſi- 
ons of incurring a deadly Guilt by his Separat- 
ing from It. | 
 _2dly. Whether their Intent in drinking the 
Health, in that Form, be not the very ſame with 
what it was when they drank it in the other; 
namely to Honour and Celebrate the Memory 
of K— -m? And if fo, tis plain the diſt- 
inction they make is in the Head oniy, but 
does not reach the Heart; ana muſt therefore 
make no difference in reſpect of God who is 
the ſearcher of Hearts. If the Action is the 
ſame; the End of drinking the ſame, vzz. in an 
* honourable Remembrance; the Perſon to whom 
it is directed the ſame; and their Raent and 
Deſign the ſame; and for the ſame Purpoſes, 
the bare varying of a Phraſe, To all that Love 
and Honour, can make no alteration in the Na- 
ture of the Thing. What is this but ſaying they 
will not do that which is III in its ſelf direct- 
Iy, but they will do it indirectly. The Perſons 

Nam'd by way of Evaſion are not thoſe whoſe 


Memory they Celebrate; nor is it deſfign'd- in 
| Honour 
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Honour of thoſe Perſons to whom they imme: 
diately drink; 'tis evident they are only Nam'd 
for a colour, and ſerve orily to Palliate their 
Liquor; but K— = is till at the bottom 
of the Glaſs. The beſt they can make of this 
turn is, that other Perſons are added to the 
Health together with the Remembrance of K— 
nmz; ſo that they have hereby added to that 
Health, and not alter'd it for another; and 
by joyning all that Love aud Honour that Me- 
_ mory they Celebrate, they have only made it 
more Solemn and Comprehenſive. And this is 
ſo far from being any alleviation of the Guilt 
of that Health, that it is a ſtain of a yet deep- 
er Dye, for they retain all that Remembrance 
of K— m expreſs'd in the other Form, 
and render it yet more expreſſive and full by ta- 
king into it all that Honour him after the 
ſame manner they do; and that too under the 
Notion of being link'd together by the ſame O- 
: pinion and Principles into one Society and Fra- 
ternity. e 55 
And here I cannot ſupprefs a Thought which 
offers it felf; namely, that tho the main End 
of drinking in the Holy Sacrament he for the 
Remembrance of Chriſt; yet is it deſign'd more- 
over, for a mutual Cement of all thoſe together 
in one Body, who Sove and Honour the Me- 
mory of Chriſt, So that tis in this, as in 
other inſtances, where Men ſet themſelves to Ex- 
tenuate their unlawful Practices; inſtead of lea- 
ving them off; and look out for Excuſes and 
Evaſions for their Errors, inſtead of parting with 
them; They are ſo far from mending the Mat- 
ter, that they generally make it worſe. There

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is nothing ſo ſure than that ſuch Perſons, who 
have quieted their Confciences with this ſhallow 
and ſuperficial Gloſs, wou'd have ftuck to the 
former receiv'd Celebrated Form, if they had 
found that this New-fangl'd pne wou'd not have 
anſwer d all their Purpoſes as well; ſince it is 
thus plain, that the change of it into other 
Words, doth in no degree remove or alter the 
Prophanxe, or Fact ious, or Idolatrous Nature of 
that Health. | 
But you will ſay, may I not take a Glaſs. of 
Wine, and ſay to a Friend, Tou loud my Father, 
and therefore Here's your good Health? I will ask 
juft ſuch another Queſtion, and then you may 
take your own Anſwer: Is it the fin of $chiſm, 
or 1dolatry to ſtep into a Diſſent ing Meeting, or 
:  Maſs-houſe in the time of their Publick Service? 

You will readily diſtinguiſh and ſay, If this be 
done with Intent to joyn them in their way of 
- Worſhip, tis ſurely an Act of Schiſm or Idola- 
#ry; bat if tis done accidentally, and without 
any ſuch, Deſign, tho” it is better forborn; yet 
there's no great degree of Guilt in it. So ſay 
Iz; if ſuch an Health is drank with Defign. of 
doing Honour to the Memory of my Father, 
3 Pris in it ſelf a ſinful Act; but if it is done 
| "thro? Ignorance or Inadvertaney, and without 
| any form'd Deſign of Practicing this in an hon- 

ourable Remembrance of a departed Perfon, this 
makes it quite another thing. 4% 
And heve I muſt obſerve, how all the Argu- 
ments brought againſt the Doctrine I Maintain, 
* are from ſuch ſmal, ſiugle, unpremeditated, un- 
deſigud Atty; and from thence Men * 
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Lawfulneſs of a Cuſtomary, Sole mn, and General 
Practice of a HEALTH ly Maintain d, 
and Defended ; nay, Boaſted of, and Glory d in; 
and all this obſtinately and wilfuly, and againſt 
fall and clear Information of the horrid Nature 
of it. Thoſe, and fuch like Inſtances, as they 
are ſmall; they have a ſmaller degree of Guilt, 
and paſs without Notice as having no ill Con- 
ſequences; and as carrying their Exeuſe along with 
them from the Jgzorance, or Inadvertency of 
the Perſons who do them. But when any Thing 
of this Nature comes to be General and Habi- 
tual; to be abetted and defended with Argu- 
ment, and Fury; in a very Remarkable and Pub- 
lick Inſtance; and loaded likewiſe with circum- 
ſtantial Guilt, it is a great and a crying Sin. 
This is likewiſe a full Anſwer to that Hypo- 
critical Evaſion of ſome, who cry they 't 
drink this Health to Perpetuate the Memory of 
K— W—m; for that wou'd be horrid indeed, 
even in a Lay-man, much more in a Clergy- 
man. Wou'd it ſo? Then pray what is PER- 
ꝓETIUATING? b it not doing it firſt in ſingle 
Acts, and then 8 them? And that 
which is a Sin to be often done, may it be done | 
at all knowingly and wilfully 2 He who does it | 
once, does it for that time; he who does it fre- 
quently, and habitually Feryetuates the Memory 
of K n for ſo long as he perſiſts; he 
who continues it for his Lite, has Perpetuated 
it as long as he cou d; and if Poſterity does 
not follow: his Example, tis net to be imputed 
to him that it was not Perpetuated to the End 
of the World, It has been Perpetuated for 


Ten 
or 
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or a dozen Years already; and if the Iniquity of 
it had not been laid open, it wou'd have been 
Perpetuated at leaſt till another Revblut ion. 

There remains one difficulty to be got over 
yet; the more formidable becauſe it ariſes from 
a diſturbance given to weak and tender Con- 
ſciences by that unlucky Diſcourſe of mine. Be- 
fore that came out, the Health went down 
ſmoothly; they neither ſaw, nor intended any 
harm by it ; and meant no more than an hon- 
ourable Remembrance of K— W——m, and 
a Tryal who they were that lov'd his Memory, 
and who did not; and but for me, they might 
have continued it ſtill without Scruple. And fo 
they wou'd do yet, notwithſtanding all I can 
ſay, if the Scruple were groundleſs: But it is 
ſo well grounded, that all the Reaſoning and 
Sophiſtry in the World will never remove it 
out of the Mind of a Perſon who has the true 
fear of God before his Eyes; who has the ſa- 
ving of his Soul in Proſpect, and does but look 
towards Heaven. I appeal to the Conſciences 
of ſuch who perſiſt in this Practice, when they 
attend to thoſe Words in the Prayer of Con- 
Tecration apply'd to the Wine, Do this as oft as 
ve ſhalldrink it in Remembrance of me, whether 
.heir Hearts does not ſecretly reproach them 
for having ever drank in Remembrance of a de- 
parted Monarch? There is ſuch affinity and like- 
neſs in the Action of drinking in Remembrance 
of one, and the other, that it is hardly to be a- 
volded, and can never be reconciPd to the Peace 
of their Minds. If he that doubteth is Damned 


F be eateth, becauſe he eateth not of Faith. 15

with a full Perſuaſion of the Lawfulneſs of it 
ſurely it holds much ſtronger in this Caſe of 
drinking in Remembrance of a departed Mo- 
narch : ſince the former is ſpoke of a doubt re- 
lating to our ordinary Food; but this ariſes 
from the Inviolable Nature of the bleſſed Sa- 
crament, and that Reſemblance and Affinity it 
bears to it. If there is a -SCRUPLE, this is 
Inducement enough to forbear, and to chuſe 
that fide oh which there is o Scruple ; eſpeci- 
ally when there is no Neceſſity or Obligation to 
the contrary. If they take this Opportunity af 
informing their Conſciences, as they are bound 
to do, they will have no farther Scruple ; and 
their Minds will be eaſy from a full Convicti- 
on of the horrid Nature of that Health. But 
if after all that has been ſaid, it ſhou'd:ſtill re- 
main; I muſt tell them, that a ſcrupulous Con- 
ſcience is better than a Preſumptuous one; and 
as we muſt not Nouriſh our Doubts and Scru- 
ples, without Grounds, ſo we muſt never Act a; 
gainſt them. 


Having now done with the Argument, 
I cannot cloſe this Diſcourſe, without making 


that Application to the Errors and Miſtakes 


of .People of very different Perſuaſions, which 
occurs to my Mind in the Writing. 

I. And firſt, We may obſerve how that O- 
pinion in the Church of Rome, of the real 
change of the Elements into the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt, utterly deſtroys the Nature of this Sa- 
crament ; by defeating the main Deſign and In- 
tent of its Inſtitution ; which was the Remem- 

I brance 
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brance of Chriſt: i. e. the Celebration of his Me- 
mory as departed this World, and having gone 
to the Father; There to remain till he come to 
Judge the World : But this takes away all that 
Remembrance, and ſubſtitutes an immediate A- 
doration of him, not only as bodily preſent ; 
but ſenſibly, and viſibly. And that which faſt- 
ens this monſtrous Abſurdiry upon them, with- 
out Evaſion is, that this imaginary Change 
of theirs, cannot be into that very Body which 
was Nail'd to the Croſs, and ſubject to all the 


Infirmities of Nature, Sin only excepted ; ſince 


there. is no ſuch Body of his in Being now; 


but into that Body which was afterwards 
chang into a State of unconceivable and invi- 


ſible Glory. So that they have made this Sa- 
crament' a Symbol and Repreſentation not of 
Chriſt's Humiliation; but of his State of Exal- 
tation in Heaven ; quite contrary to the very 
words of the Inſtitution, and to the Reaſon gi- 
ven for it, For hereby ye ſhew forth the Lord's 
Death till he come. | ; 


II. From hence *tis Plain, how much more 


inexcuſable the Presbyterians , and other Sepa- 
ratiſts are in drinking this Health, Jo al that 
Love and Honour, &c. than other People. This 


bearing a yet greater Reſemblance with their 


Manner of Celebrating the Communion than 
hath been yet mention'd ; they affecting much 


the ſame Familiarity and Freedom in this, which 


they do at their ordinary Meals; ſitting, nay e- 


ven at the Thankſgiving before it, andhanding the 
Cup from cr: {is te other. So that I _ 
ut 
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but too much Reaſon to retort that Charge 
upon them, + That 'tis They who Prophane the 
Holy Inſtitution of the bleſſed Sacramen t of the Body 
and Blood of the Holy Feſus, by publiſhing* to the 
World, that it is of the Nature of an Health 
drank in common Converſation. And *tis juſtly 
to be fear'd that this Irreverend way of Recei- 
ving the Holy Sacrament, has given octaſion 
to the Enemies of our Religion, to Blaſpheme 
it under the Character and Title of a Health: 

But that which makes this Obſervation bear 
upon them, with double weight, is, that Eat- 
ing and Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt is 
the maſt profound and exalted Act of Divine 
Worſhip, Inſtituted for that purpoſe; and ever 
accounted ſo by the whole Chriftian Church; 
nay, even by themſelves in their Confefion of 
Faith, Cap. 21. where they allow this Sacrament 
to be a Part of Religious Worſhip. And how 
then are they condemn'd our of their--own 
Mouths, who do not perform it as fuch, in 
a Poſture of Adoration 2 who Decline making 
their Oblation to God on their Knees; and re- 
fuſe to accept the greateſt and moſt complicated 
Bleſſing which Heaven can beſtow, with a re- 
turn of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, in the greateſt 
outward Signs of Reverence and Veneration 
they are able to expreſs? | 0 tz 


III. This Remembrance of Chriſt being Com- 
manded to be perform'd by an outward, viſible, 
bodily Action, ſhews the fatal Error of the Qua- 
kers, who utterly Renounce this Inſtitution; 
= _ who

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who inſt upon an inwand Remembrance of hini- 
only in their Minds, and yet call it by the Name 
of Supper, and the Lord's Supper, and Eating and 
Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt; retaining 
the Name, but rejecting the Thing, All that in- 
ward Remembrance, they Subſtitute inſtead of 
the outward Action, we own and contend for; 
and the only Point in conteſt between them and 
us is, whether this ought to be expreſsd out- 
wardly by that bodily Action of Eating and 
Drinking? id W thi 2 

* They own this outward Action was Inſti- 
tuted and Commanded by Chrilt ; ſo that the 
only Queſtion is, When the Obligation of that 
Command is to determine, and how long it is 
to be obeyd ? They ſay it was to laſt only f- 
ty Days; we ſay it was to ſhew forth the Lord's 


Death till he come, at the End of the World. 


And now let every / Soul, Judge for himſelf, 
whether of tleſe Iwo is moſt likely ; eſpecial- 
IV ſinee there is not one Text in all the Bible, 
which calls the Sending of the Holy Ghoſt, the 
Goming of Chriſt; but many which are Plain, 
and Expreſs, as to his coming to Judgment. 
They produce but one Text which hath any co- 
lour that way, Jobi 14. 18. 1 will not leave you 
Comfpartleſs, I will come #0. you, which ſrom the 
ſound of the word Comfortleſs in Engliſh, which 
is Qrphans in the Greek, they refer to the fore- 
OED whereas it is to be refer'd to the 
Verſe immediately following, Tet a little while 
and the World ſeeth me no more; but ye ſee me.

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The plain Senſe of which is, as Chriſt himſelf 
Explains it in that very Diſcourſe; tho' he was 
to Dye, yet he wou'd not leave them Orphans; 
for they. ſhou'd ſoon ſee him again, after his 
Reſurrection; tho he wou'd not appear openly 
to the World'as he did before, becauſe he was 
ſoon after to aſcend to the Father. 
But that which puts this beyond all Diſpute, 
and will render this Error utterly. inexcuſable 
before God, are the words in Jobs 13. 1. which 
ſhew this Eating and Drinking in Remembranre 
of Chriſt; to be in Remembrance of him upon 
his Departure out ot this World, Onto the Fa- 
ther; for theſe Words relate unto the very Time 
of the Inſtitution; and that Phraſe of, Going 
unto the Father, is every where meant of his A, 
cention; and accordingly we have no inſtance 
of the Apoſtles Eating and Drinking in Re- 
membrance of Chriſt, till after his Aſcention; 
nay, till after the deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt up- 
on them. Before this, we find they continud 

with one accord only in Prayer and Supplicas 
tion, Acts 1. 14 but not in breaking of Bread; 
&c. till after this deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt: 
So that their Opinion is built upon this mon- 
ſtrous Abſurdity, viz. That the Inſtitution and 
Obligation of it was to ceaſe, before it _— 
| - There never was any Error among ſuch as 
own the Divine Authority of the New Teſta- 
ment, ſo directly contrary to the expreſs Words 
and Import of it, as this of the 2zakers. For, 
1ſt. There cannot be one Text aſſign'd, 
wherein the Deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt is expref- 
ly-calld the coming of Chriſt; but many to the 
| con- 
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contrary ; as all that ſpeak of his ſending the 
Comforter, to ſupply his not coming himſelf. 
The Reaſon aſfign'd by him, why he wou'd ſend 
them a Comforter, was, becauſe he cou'd not 
come himſelf ; and yet they will have the Infti- 
tution ceaſe, becauſe he came, when he expreſly 
ſays, he was to go away. | 
2dly. There is not one inſtance in all the 
New Teſtament of this Eating and Drinking in 
Remembrance of Chriſt, till after the Day of 
Pentecoſt; that very Day on which they ſay the 
Inſtitution and Obligation of it expir'd. 
3dly. The expreſs Words of St. John, rela- 
ting to the very Time of the Inſtitution, ſhew 
that this Eating and Drinking was to be per- 
form'd in Remembrance of bim, after his de- 
parture to his Father, which was his aſcending 
up into Heaven; and to Perpetuate His Re- 
membrance till he came again from the Father, 
after that Aſcention. | 
4thly. The only End they aſſign, of that which 
they allow to be a Command and Inſtitution of 
Chriſt, is for the Comfort and Support of his 
Diſciples, by reaſon of his abſence from them 
by his Death and Sufferings; and therefore in- 
ſtead of Fifty Days, the Ute and Obligation of 
that Inſtitution muſt have laſted not above 3 
or 4 Days, no longer than till he appear'd to 
them after his Reſurrection ; for then he came 
to them, and he himſelf Comforted them in 
Perſon. And can any Thing be more Abſurd, 
than to own the outward Eating and Drink- 
ing in Remembrance of Chriſt, to be a Di- 
vine Inſtitution of Chriſt himſelf, and yet —_ 
te 
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the Obligation of it ſhou'd in Truth laſt but 
three Days ; nay, but for one Day and Two 
whole Nights, for our Saviour was no longer in 
the Grave, than from Friday Evening till Sanday 
Morning, when he roſe from the Dead. And 
8 their own Confeſſion not to laſt above Fifty 
Days. | 

This places that point in Diſpute between 
the ©uakers and Us, in ſo clear a Light, that 
no account can be given how any, who call 
themſelves Chriſtians, cou'd fink into ſo odious 
and fatal an Error, as the laying aſide expreſſing 
our inward Remembrance of Chriſt, by that out- 
ward bodily Action of Eating and Drinking as he 
Commanded ; except their intirely laying. aſide 
the uſe of common Senſe and Reaſon, in Mat- 
ters of Religion : As if the natural Faculties of 
our Underſtanding were not as truly the Gift 
of God, as the Operations of Grace! Their's is 
the very Caſe of a Man who puts out his Eyes, 
upon a vain Preſumption, that Providence will 
always Conduct him in the Right Way, and 
never ſuffer him to Stumble or Stray upon Rocky 
or Precipices. * 


IV. We obſerve, that there muſt have been 
ſome very important Reaſon in the Wiſdom of 
God, for appointing Eating and Drinking s

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the outward Manner of Celebrating the Re- 
membrance of Chriſt, rather than any other. And 
this we are led into from the Nature of the 
Action it ſelf, and the Converſion of the Bread 
and Wine into our Fleſh and Blood; by which 
Means it is Incorporated into our Subſtance, and 
become Part of our Selves: Which exhibits to 
us a lively Application of the Vertue and Me- 
tits of that great Sacrifice, offer'd for us, to our 
Souls. This -ſhews the horrid Impiety, as well 
as Falſeneſs of that Part of the Socinian Hypo- 
theſis, which makes this Eating and Drinking 
to be a Bare Remembrance ouly, without any real 
Virtue or Efficacy upon our Souls; or true Com- 
munication of the benefits of the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt. Contrary to the expreſs Words of Scrip- 
ture, 1 Cor. 10. 16. The Cup of Bleſſing, which we 
bleſs; is it not the Communion of the Blood of 
Chriſt 2 &c. If nothing farther than the bare 
Remembrance were deſign'd, any other outward 
Manner of Celebrating his Memory might have 
done as well; or perhaps there wou'd have been 
no other way appointed, but we had been left to 
remember him only in our Minds, as the Qua- 
kers do. Who by that deplorable Opinion and 
Practice of theirs, do cut themſelves off, to all 
Intents and Purpoſes, from any Share or Com- 


munion in the blefled Effects and Influences of, 


„Chriſt's Death. 

Again, we may obſerve, that this Eating and 

Drinking in Remembrance of Chriſt, being the 

1noſt exalted Act of Chriſtian Worſhip, Subſitu- 

ted inſtead of all the Jewiſh Worſhip of God 

by Sacrifices; and particularly deſign'd to 3 
| tne 
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the Paſſover, the moſt Solemn Worthip of the 
Jews, they being Commanded to keep it to the 
Lord, Deut. 16. 1. and the Fourteenth Day on 
which they Eat it, being call'd a Feaſt to the Tord, 
throughout their Generations, by an Ordinance for 
ever; this fully and clearly ſhews the monſtrous - 
Abſurdity of that other Part of the Socinian 
Hypotheſis, which denies the Exiſtence of the Son, 
before his Conception of the Virgin Mary; and 
ſuppoſes him God, not by Nature, but Deputa- 
tion. For if this Celebration of His Remem- 
brance be not a continuation of the Service and 
_ Adoration of the "Moſt High GOD; then Chriſt- 
tans do not Worſhip Him at all, who is Eſſen- 
tially and Eternally GOD. And upon the-firſt 
Inſtitution of this Remembrance, all the chief 
and moſt ſolemn Worſhip of Mankind, was 
transfer d from Him who is Efentially and F. 
ternally God, to kim who is wt ſo by Nature, 
and only Deput ee. 
So that no the only Defence which can be 
made here, is the ſame which is made both for 
He athen and Popiſh Idolatry; namely, that tho 
the Worſhip be immediately directed to him 
who is a God by Deput at ion, yet it Terminates 
in him who is Eſſentially ſo. But the inſtance 
we are upon overthrows this Anſwer entirely; 
becauſe whereas Baptiſm was Inſtituted in the 
Name of the Father, and the Son, and the Holy 
Gboſt; yet this Holy Sacrament was Inſtituted 
in the Name of Chriſt only, and appointed in 
Remembrance of Himſelf; which ſhews that our 
Chriſtian Worſhip Terminates in him, and this 
cou'd not have been, if he were not W 
e . : an 
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Eternally God. And accordingly the Sabbath 
which was for the Remembrance of the Creation, 
and for the Worthip of the moſt high God, 
cou'd not be chang d into the Lord's Day for 
the Worſhip of Chriſt, and Celebration of his 
Remembrance, unleſs He were the ſame God 
who made the Worlds. I cannot ſtay to purſue 
this Argument farther, and ſhall only obſerve, 
what that whole Religion of the Socinians muſt 
be, which is Founded intirely upon a ſuppoſi- 
tion of a Made God? which is not only a Con- 
tradiction in the Terms, and directly oppolite 
to the natural and reveal'd Notion we have of 
a Deity ; but which thus renders the whole 
Chriſtian Worſhip one grand Idolatry. 


V. The fifth Thing I ſhall obſerve is, That 
the word SACRAMENT, in its Primary Sig- 
nification, implies an OATH:; and that it is 
in that Senſe apply'd to the Holy - Euchariſt ; 
but in a more particular Manner to the Cup 
drank in Remembrance of Chriſt : It being a 
common and receiv'd Way among the Heather 
to Seal all their moſt ſolemn Eng ag ements and Com- 
pa#s with Blood; and this being call'd the NW 
Teſtament in his Blood. And therefore, this 

ought to be well Weigh'd by thoſe, of any Party 
or Denomination , who either abſent themſelves 
Habitually from the Holy Sacrament; or in a- 
ny remarkable Inſtance, do openly Violate their 
ſide of that ſacred Covenant. Every Time they 
come to it, they bind it upon their Souls; or in 
er ſpeaking, they take the Sacrament upon 


1ſt. That 
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1. That they will never Proſtitute that 
Holy Ordinance, or any Part of it to ends of 
Faction and Sedition, by Solemn and Cuſtoma- 
ry drinking in Remembrance of a departed Mo- 
narch, with deſign to inſinuate a Diſeſteem of 
the Monarch in the Throne; to leſſen Men's 
Veneration for Him, and alienate the Hearts 
of his Subjects; That they will not ſpeak. E- 
vil of Dignities; nor Curſe the King, even in 
their Thoughts ; That they will be Obedient 
and Submiſhve to him as Supreme; and in ſhort, 
as It is expreſs'd in the very Communion Office, 
that duly conſidering whoſe Authority King George 
bath, They wil faithfully Serve, Honour, and 
humbly Obey Him. And they take it upon their 
Souls, that they will do all this, nor only for 
Wrath, but for Conſcience ſake; for the Lord's 
ſake ; becauſe he is ordain'd of God, i. e. upon 
a Principle of pleaſing God, and diſcharging 
an indiſpenſible Duty to him. So that if any 
ſhou'd be Faithful and Loyal to Their QUEEN 
or KING, only when they gratify their Humour 
or Ambition; their private Intereſt, or that of 
their Party; but when they Croſs them in any 
of theſe, ſhould on the contrary Revile their Per- 
ſons; Blacken their Character; Paint them out 
in odious and obnoxious Colours; Fill theWorld 
with Clamour and Miſrepreſentations of their 
Conduct and Government; Think too long they 
Live; and uſe Indecent, not to ſay Inhuman 

ejoycings, when it pleaſes God to deprive us 
of tem; then, whatever Varniſh covers over 
their Guilt for the preſent, and makes It glit- 
ter in their own ay” other Peoples Eyes; it is 
| 7 2 a 
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a double Perjury in the ſight of God; being a 
Violation. of the Oath they took to their Queen 
or King; and of that ſolemn Engagement they 
enter into, every Time they Receive this Holy 
- Sacrament. 

2. Another Thing they bind upon tkeir Souls 
is, that they will have a Veneration and Re- 
gard for thoſe at whoſe Hands they Receive 
this Holy Sacrament ; and have them in Honour 
for their Work's ſake; as being Stewards of the 
Myſt erzes of God; that they will Eſteem 200 that 
are over them in the Lord very highly in Love ; 
And all this they take upon their Conſciences 
to perform towards them as Miniſters of the Goſ- 
pel, and Ambaſſadors for Chriſt. So that if Men 
ſhould Reſpect and Regard them only as they 
hit their Humour; and pleaſe their Fancies; as 
they fall in with their Party; and are exactly of 

their Judgment in Religion and Politicks ; and 
as they render themſelves agreeable by a Com- 
plyance in all their Opinions and Practices, tho 
againſt Reaſon and Scripture; this wou'd be 
plainly the baving Men's Perſons in Admiration 
becauſe of Advantage, and not for the diſcharge 
of a good Conſcience towards God. 

If in direct oppoſition to theſe expreſs Texts, 
inſtead of Holding ſuch in Reputation, Men ſhou'd 
take all opportunities of blaſting their Reputati- 
on, by reviling their Perjons, and loading them 
with Scandal and Reproach; by ſeeking out for 
all occalion of Objection and Cavil; by giving a 
wrong turn to their Words and Actions, and 
treating them with Scorn and Contempt ; then 


I ſhall recommend Two Texts more to their moſt 
ſerious 
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ſerious Conſideration; The firſt is Matth. 10. 14. 
from whence they may obſerve, that we are ſent 
only to ſuch as will receive us. The other isLule 
10. 16. He that deſpiſeth you, deſpiſeth me; and he 
that deſpiſeth me, deſpiſeth him that ſent me. 

3. Another Part of that ſacred Engagement 
they enter into by the Reception of this Holy 
Sacrament is, that they will be True and Faith- 
ful to that Communion they, by that ſolemn 
Lye, openly in the preſence of GOD and of 
the Church, profeſs themſelves Members of; 
that they will never betray it, into the 
Hands of ſuch who do as openly Explode and 
Renounce it, by any direct, or indirect; ſecret or 
open Support of HERESY or SCHISM. And 
that they will never cut themſelves off from that 
Communion, either by a total Neglect thereof; 
or by abſenting themſelves from it habitually. 

That Perſons of ſeperate Communions ſhould 
be declared and profeſſed Enemies to ours, and 
have a perpetual ſtruggle to overturn it, and 
place their own uppermoſt, is not ſo much to be 
wonder'd at; they act according to their Erro- 
neous Principles, and they are true to a falſe 
Religion. But that Perſons ſhould live and 
dye viſible Members of the Eſtabliſhed Church; 
hope for Pardon of ſin by partaking of its Com- 
munion ; to ſave their Souls by it; and by it 
to eſcape the Damnation of Hell ; and yet ſpend 
all their Zeal, their Intereſt, and Fortune in pro- 
moting and encouraging of Schiſm, and Separatior 
from it; That they ſhould allow its Biſhops and 


-Clergy to be the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles, and 


Minilters of Chriſt ; and yet neglect to pay _ 
> 
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Reverence and Veneration which is due to them 

as ſuch; and that it ſhould be the Endeavour 

of their Lives, and Drift of their whole Conver- 
; Cation to weaken its Diſcipline ; to ſubvert its 
Conſtitution; to find Faults in its Liturgy; to 

expoſe its Worſhip, and diſpute againſt its Do- 

_ Qrrine, and Creeds : This is-a fatal Delufion and 
unaccountable Infatuation, contrary to the Sen- 

timents and Practice of all Mankind befide. Tis 

a. bare-fac'd Hypocriſy, and Diffimulation with - 

God and Man; and will leave them nothing to 

Plead, when they come to render an Aecount 

why they were not True to that Religion they 

made their Cholce, and in which they hop'd to 

be Sav'd - I
